In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting duly published 
and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth 
met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School in Falmouth, Massachusetts 
on April 4, 1988 at 7:45 o'clock P.M. to act on the Articles contained 
therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: George Hampson, Richard U. 
Palmer and Elizabeth Buckbee Lindtner. The officer in attendance was 
James Lino. Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the 
duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:45 P.M. by the Moderator, George H. 
Lebherz, Jr. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 169 announced as pre- 
sent and a quorum declared, the number to constitute a quorum being 127.

Except as may be otherwise provided by law and as the District 
Court may see fit to impose, the maximum penalty for each violation or 
offense, brought in such manner, shall be three hundred dollars 
($300.00). 
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B) NON-CRIMINAL DISPOSITION Whoever violates any provision of these 
bylaws, the violation of which is subject to a specific penalty, may 
be penalized by a non-criminal disposition as provided in General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 21D. The non-criminal method of disposition 
may also be used for violations of any rule or regulation of any muni- 
Cipal officer, board or department which is subject to a specific 
penalty. Without intending to limit the generality of the foregoing, 
it is the intention of this provision that the following bylaws and 
sections of bylaws are to be included within the scope of this. sub- 
section, that the specific penalties as listed here shall apply in 
such cases and that in addition to police officers, who shall in all 
cases be considered enforcing persons for the purpose of this provi- 
Sion, the municipal personnel listed for each section, if any, shall 
also be enforcing persons for such sections: each day of which any 
violation exists shall be deemed to be a separate offense, or do or 
take any other action in this matter. On request of the Board of 
Selectmen.

A) CRIMINAL COMPLAINT Whoever violates any provisions of these bylaws 
may be penalized by indictment or on complaint brought in the District 
Court. Except as may be otherwise provided by law and as the District 
Court may see fit to impose, the maximum penalty for each violation or 
offense, brought in such manner, shall be three hundred dollars 
($300.00). 

B) NON-CRIMINAL DISPOSITION Whoever violates any provision of these 
bylaws, the violation of which is subject to a specific penalty, may 
be penalized by a non-criminal disposition as provided in General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 21D. The non-criminal method of disposition 
may also be used for violations of any rule or regulation of any muni- 
cipal officer, board or department which is subject to a specific 
penalty. Without intending to limit the generality of the foregoing, 
it is the intention of this provision that the following bylaws and 
sections of bylaws are to be included within the scope of this sub- 
section, that the specific penalties as listed here shall apply in 
such cases and that in addition to police officers, who shall in all 
cases be considered enforcing persons for the purpose of this provi- 
sion, the municipal personnel listed for each section, if any, shall 
also be enforcing persons for such sections: each day of which any 
violation exists shall be deemed to be a separate offense, or do or 
take any other action in this matter.

All Town departments and positions shall be subject to the provisions 
of this Bylaw except elected officers, employees with personal con- 
tracts and employees of the School Department. 
3.3 PERSONNEL BOARD 

ans Composition, M Mode of Selection, Term of Office, Qualifications. 
The Moderator shall appoint a Personnel Board consisting of nine 
persons for three-year overlapping terms. Each term of office shall 
commence thirty days following the adjournment of the business session 
of the Annual Town Meeting, and every member shall serve until a suc- 
cessor is appointed. Any registered voter of the Town may be 
appointed to the Board except that neither elected officials of the 
Town nor Town employees can serve. The Board shall annually elect a 
Chairman and a Vice Chairman from its membership at the first meeting 
following the appointment of new members. Any five members of the 
Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The 
affirmative vote of five members shall be necessary for any official 
act of the Board to be effective. 
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b). Powers and Duties. 
The Board shall be responsible for the establishment and maintenance 
of personnel systems including merit principles, the classification 
and reclassification of positions, compensation plan, the development 
of personnel policies pursuant to Section 5 of this Bylaw, shall par- 
ticipate in Bargaining Unit negotiations and shall serve as’ grievance 
arbitrator for non-aligned and appointed employees. 
3.4 PERSONNEL SYSTEM 
Personnel systems shall be established by promulgation of policies 
pursuant to Section 5. The personnel systems shall make use of cur- 
rent concepts of personnel management and shall include but not be 
limited to the following elements: 

a) Method of Administration. 
A system of administration which assigns specific responsibility for 
all elements of personnel systems, including: Maintaining personnel 
records, implementing effective recruitment and selection processes, 
maintaining the classification and compensation plans, monitoring the 
application of personnel policies and periodic reviews and evaluation 
of the personnel systems. 

b) Classification Plan. 
A position classification plan for all employees subject to this Bylaw 
shall be established, based on similarity of duties performed and re- 
sponsibilities assumed. Thus, the same qualifications may be 
reasonably required for, and the same schedule of pay may be equitably 
applied to, all positions in the same class. No employee may be 
appointed to a position not included in the classification plan. 

c) A Compensation Plan. 
A compensation plan for all positions subject to this Bylaw shall con- 
Sist of: 
ds a schedule of pay grades including minimum, maximum and 
intermediate rates for each grade; and 
2. an official list indicating the assignment of each position to 
specific pay grades. 

d) A Recruitment and Selection Policy. 
A recruitment, employment, promotion and transfer policy which ensures 
that reasonable effort is made to attract qualified persons and that 
selection criteria are job related. 

e) Personnel Records. 
A centralized record keeping system which maintains essential person- 
nel records. 

£) Personnel Policies. 
A series of personnel policies which establish the rights and benefits 
to which personnel employed by the Town are entitled and the obliga- 
tions of said employees to the Town. 

g) Other Elements. 
Other elements of a personnel system as deemed appropriate and/or 
required by law. 
3.5 ADOPTION AND AMENDMENT OF PERSONNEL POLICIES 
The Personnel Board shall promulgate personnel policies defining the 
rights, benefits and obligations of employees subject to this Bylaw. 
Policies shall be adopted or amended as follows: 
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a) Preparation of Policies. 

The Personnel Board shall prepare policies or amendments to policies. 
Any member of the Board of Selectmen, Personnel Board, the Finance 
Committee, the Personnel Director, or any three employees may suggest 
new policies or changes for consideration by the Personnel Board. The 
Personnel Board need not consider. any proposal already considered in 
the preceding twelve months. Any person proposing a new or amended 
policy shall provide the substance and the reason for the _ proposed 
policy or change to the Personnel Board in writing. The Personnel 
Board shall hold a public hearing on any proposed policies or amend- 
ments. Any proposed policies or amendments shall be posted at least 
five days prior to the public hearing in prominent work locations, 
copies of all proposals shall be provided to representative of each 
employee collective bargaining unit, and a copy shall be submitted to 
the Board of Selectmen. 

b) Public Hearing. 
The Personnel Board shall present the proposed policy(ies) or amend- 
ment(s), purpose of the proposal, and the implication of any proposed 
change at the public hearing. Any person may attend the hearing, 
speak and present information. Within twenty days after such public 
hearing the Personnel Board shall consider the proposed policies and 
may vote to adopt the policies, (with or without modifications), 
reject the policies, or indicate that further study is necessary. hig 
no action is taken, the Policy(ies) shall be deemed to be not adopted. 

c) Recommended Policies. 
The Personnel Board shall transmit in writing to the Board of 
Selectmen any changes in policy within twenty days of any vote on pro- 
posed personnel policies or amendments. The transmittal from the 
Personnel Board shall contain the text of the new or amended policy, 
an explanation of the policy and the implications of the policy. 
Policies shall become effective upon approval of the Personnel Board 
unless some other date is specified. 

d) Computation of Time. 

In computing time (days) under this bylaw only days when the Town Hall 
is open for business shall be counted. 
3.6 SEVERABILITY 
The provisions of this bylaw and any regulations adopted pursuant to 
this Bylaw are _ severable. If any Bylaw provision or regulation is 
held invalid, the remaining provisions of the Bylaw or regulations 
shall not be affected thereby. 
3.7 EFFECTIVE DATE 
This Bylaw shall take effect on July 1, 1988. Personnel policies 
existing prior to said date as presented in the Salary Administration 
Plan will remain in effect for at least sixty days from July 1, 1988 
or until promulgation of new policies in accordance with Section 5 
herein. Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of 
the Personnel Board.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The year past was a full and productive one, marked by the need to 
actively respond to circumstances brought on by growth in the Town. At 


the October Special Town Meeting, 64 Articles were acted on; at _ the 
April Annual Town meeting and a Special within the Annual, 157 Arti- 
cles were dealt with; there were 3 articles at the May Special; 224 
articles in all and 13 more than in the preceding year. It is evident 
that two meetings with a wide open agenda are needed to get the work 
of the Town accomplished. 


The growth of the Town has also reached the point where space in 
Town Hall is very tight. A Town Hall Expansion Committee was appointed 
by the Selectmen to study the situation. The Committee's recommend- 
ation was to add a new wing out the back, and to purchase a lot on 
Glenwood Place abutting Town property as a second access. Annual Town 
Meeting approved the purchase of the lot. 


Pressures of growth and the need for services in the Town also 
necessitated placing four questions on the ballot for voter approval; 
three exclusions totaling $9.5 million and an override for $806,000 
for trash-related services. Due to the united and coordinated efforts 
of the Selectmen, the Finance Committee, School Department, Department 
of Public Works and the 300 Committee, all questions were approved 
with substantial margins. 


The Selectmen made significant progress in establishing the Upper 
Cape Regional Transfer Station to be located at Otis Air Force Base. 
All the legal documents necessary to lease the land to the Town of 
Falmouth and to formalize the relationship between Falmouth and the 
National Guard Bureau were completed. The transfer station was desig-— 
ned, put out to bid, and bid awarded ($1.54 million). Funding is 
shared proportionately by the participating communities of Sandwich, 
Mashpee, Otis and Falmouth depending on their tonnage shipped to 
SEMASS, the Resource Recovery facility in Rochester. 


The Selectmen have been active in a number of areas dealing with 
personnel: hiring an Affirmative Action Officer, reappointing the 
Police Chief for three years, helping to implement a wage and_ salary 
classification plan, and actively participating in a Cape-wide Munici- 
pal Health group concerned with rising health costs. Due to _ the 
untimely death of the Clerk/Treasurer, it was also necessary to app- 
oint an interim Clerk/Treasurer and to stay in close touch with that 
department until the Annual Election was held. 


The regular work load of the Board has been a heavy one. ‘Two full 
morning meetings are generally held per week. There hes been a 
substantial increase in the number of hearings for docks and piers. 
There has been a_ parallel increase in concern by residents for the 
quality of the coastal ponds. A perceived influx of pleasure craft 
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from out of Town has also caused significant parking problems at all 
the public ramps. 


The Selectmen, acting as the Board cf Health, have dealt with a 
gasoline spill on Acapesket Road, continued their effort to upgrade 
septic systems especially near water bodies, and worked with the Con- 
servation Commission and Planning Board to draft and implement 
regulations to protect groundwater and surface ponds. This year, an 
underground storage tank regulation and an amendment to Title V pre- 
venting two septic systems on one lot were established. 


The Board acknowledges with appreciation the help and cooperation 
that it has received over the past year from Town Employees, Depart— 
ments and Committees.

Received numerous 
telephone calls for assistance in the disposal of hazardous waste and 
asbestos. Reported several old abondoned pressure gas cylinders in 
back of a home of Amvets Avenue and in the pond. Arranged for clean up 
and disposal. Worked with the Recycling Committee on continuing prob- 
lem at the Towns recycling center. We: are still trying to arrange for 
clean up of the hazardous waste left by Falmouth residents.

The 
Barnstable County Health Department provided the services of one part- 
time inspector to assist the Health Department during the summer season. 
This assistance was provided in addition to the usual technical assis-— 
tance given by the County throughout the year. 


A supply of vaccines for the control of communicable diseases is 
maintained in the Health Department. These materials are supplied to 
the Town by the State Department of Public Health at no cost and are 
dispensed, on request, to local physicians, the Falmouth Hospital, the 
Falmouth School Department nursing staff and the nursing services under 
contract to the Health Department. 


The State provided 100% of the vaccines required at the 1987 
annual flu clinic conducted under contract by the Visiting Nursing 
Association. The total number of flu immunizations administered by the 
1987 flu clinics, 1394, was 8% greater than the 1986 total. The Health 
Department has budgeted funds to purchase additional vaccine to comple- 
ment the state allotment in the event of a shortfall.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


The Falmouth Fire Department, under the direction of the Forest 
Warden, responded to one hundred, fourteen (114) grass or brush fire 
incidents. One hundred and eight (108) were for actual grass or brush 
fires, four (4) were burning without a permit and two (2) were con- 
trolled burning. 


These figures represent a 75% increase over last year, but because 
of quick response, no large fires resulted. 


George W. Packish, Chief, Forest Warden 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the last fiscal year the department responded to _ three 
thousand one hundred and thirty-four (3,134) incidents. This repre- 
sents an increase of 10.43% over 1987. 


It saddens me to report the death of two (2) children in a 
structure fire on February 7, 1988. This tragedy is compounded by the 
fact that a smoke detector was in the area of origin, but DID NOT 
OPERATE DUE TO A DEAD BATTERY. I cannot stress too strongly the need 
for testing smoke detectors on a monthly basis. ESPECIALLY if they are 
battery operated. 


Three firefighters were awarded Department commendations for their 
actions at this fire. They were: Firefighter Ronald Lynds, Firefight- 
er Todd Taylor, and Firefighter John Todd. These firefighters, with 
complete disregard for their lives, attempted to rescue the children 
from the burning building. 


Properly maintained smoke detectors and sprinkler systems have 
once again proven their worth. On six different occasions fire protec-— 
tion systems have either extinguished the fire or given the occupants 
time to escape. THREE of the incidents were in health care facilities. 
Had it not been for these systems, the fire fatality figure would have 
been DEFINITELY INCREASED by three and possibly a much higher figure. 


During January and February there was a series of incidents 
involving fatalities. It was brought to my attention that several mem- 
bers of the Department were having problems dealing with the situation 
mentally. This clearly indicated the need for a stress de-briefing 
mechanism. With the assistance of Cape & Islands E.M.S., a stress de- 
briefing program was established and put into effect on two occasions. 
The results were very positive. 
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Several new areas of Fire Prevention have been undertaken by this 
Department. Quarterly Fire Prevention displays have been utilized to 
educate our residents in fire safety. Press releases have been issued 
on a monthly basis on timely fire prevention messages. 


A plan review and consultation process has been initiated for ALL 
major construction and sub-divisions. The fire department also reviews 
site plans and gives input to Town Boards on a bi-monthly schedule. 


The purpose of the Fire Prevention Bureau is to educate the 
public, enforce rules and regulations, inspect premises and investi- 
gate fires in order to make the Town of Falmouth as fire-safe as 
possible. 


The goal of the Fire Prevention Bureau is to strive to find new 
and innovative ways of, hopefully, eliminating the loss of life and 
substantially reducing property loss. Recognition is given to Deputy 
Chief, Paul D.. Brodeur for his dedication and zeal in the reorganiza-— 
tion and furthering the goals of the Fire Prevention Bureau. 


Nine permanent firefighters were appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. They are: Michael S. White, Glen Rogers, Michael C. Metel, 
Boyd W. DeMello, William E. Newton, Scott R. Williamson, W. Robert 
Clements, Russell R. Ferreira and Timothy R. Smith. Firefighter Joel 
Carlisle was promoted to permanent Fire Lieutenant. Gerald H. Martin 
was appointed as Fire Alarm Technician. 


All members who were appointed firefighters have completed and 
passed the Massachusetts Firefighters Academy Recruit Program. Fire- 
fighter Russell Ferreira graduated as top recruit in his class. He is 
the sixth Falmouth firefighter to be so honored. 


I acknowledge and commend those members of the Department who con-— 
duct ° CPR courses ffor the public for which they receive NO 
compensation. It is impossible to determine the number of lives’ that 
might have been saved by the unselfish giving of their off-duty time. 
They are: Deputy Charles Clarkin, Deputy Paul D. Brodeur, Firefight- 
ers Alden Cook, Steve Murphy, Ronald Lynds, Boyd DeMello, Gary Sabens, 
Callmen Robert Weeks, Robert Gunther, Brian Heaslip, John Todd, Gene 
Allen, Doug Martin, Joseph Farland, Phillip Motta and Robert Hindly. 


Lieutenant Raleigh Costa retired after "39" years of service in 
the Falmouth Fire Department. Prior to the illness that resulted in 
his retirement, Lt Costa had not missed a SINGLE DAY ON DUTY due to 
Sickness. This is a remarkable record. His dedication and knowledge 
will be missed. 


Firefighter Robert Marshall retired with thirty-two years of ser- 
vice, and I know that Station Number 4 in West Falmouth will never be 
quite the same. Firefighter Richard Garneau was retired because of a 
disability. 
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I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, Personnel Director, 
Christina Callahan and other department heads and boards for their 
support and assistance during the year, and especially to Deputy Chief 
Charles A. Clarkin for attention to detail as Operations Officer which 
allowed me the time for other pressing matters.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


Falmouth Civil Defense, Emergency Preparedness, is a Town Depart- 
ment composed entirely of volunteers. Serving under the Director, 
there are two (2) Deputy Directors; Janice M. Heckler and Joseph A. 
Quintiliani. 


Meetings for training and informational purposes are held on _ the 
first, Tuesday of each “month*at /:30°P-M. in the Civil Defensesiaun 
(Emergency Operating Center) (EOC) which is located in the basement of 
Town Hall. 


Volunteer are welcome to attend these meetings, and participate in 
our training programs. Ones does not have to be skilled to be a Civil 
Defense volunteer. We will provide the training you will be better 
prepared to assist others in time of an emergency. 


Key personnel of Falmouth Civil Defense have attended two (2) 
training seminars conducted by the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency 
and Office of Emergency Preparedness. We hosted a training session for 
Civil Defense personnel from the towns of Sandwich, Bourne and Mash- 
pee. 


We participated in a training exercise conducted by Area II, 
consisting of Southeastern Massachusetts town maintaining communica- 
tions, utilizing newly developed forms which will expedite reporting 
procedures in the event of an emergency condition. 


The EOC was opened twice last winter and used as a shelter to pro- 


vide a heated place for people without power. The Varsity Scouts 
assisted in this operation.

The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association (FARA) has conducted radio 
classes. Upon completion of the course and testing, individuals are 
eligible to receive their amateur radio licenses. FARA members are a 
vital segment of our Town Civil Defense activity. 


The Greater Falmouth Citizens Band Radio Club has been most sup- 
portive of Civil Defense activities. 


Support services were provided for fire emergencies, mutual aid, 
and to civic organizations. The support services listed above required 
the dispatch of the Mobile Communications/Canteen Service Van and 
skilled operating personnel. Many responses were for an extended 
period of time and necessitated rotation of personnel. 


It is to be noted that the Salvation Army, through their generos- 
ity, provides all the food and beverages dispensed through our canteen 
service at fire emergencies and mutual aid responses. We thank them 
for their support. 


Many items of equipment have been loaned to various civic, non- 
profit organizations for short periods of time. All loaned items were 
returned in good condition. 


A large number of citizens have contributed many volunteer hours 
in support of Civil Defense and our Town. However, we need more volun- 
teers!

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Patrol Division, when not answering complaints, has_ been 
actively enforcing traffic violations, resulting in approximately a 
40% increase in traffic citations. There were 1708 arrests and protec-— 
tive custodies, which is a _ slight decrease from 1745 in 1987 with 
protective custody as the leading cause for detention, followed by 
O.U.I1. (Operating under the Influence of Alcohol). There were 2284 
incidents investigated with the major crimes being larceny, burglary 
and vandalism. 


The department retired two officers in FYE 88, Detective James 
Lino and Officer Bernard Lawrence. Two officers resigned and three 
were appointed in June of 1987 and have graduated from the Police Aca- 
demy. Presently there are four openings and are being filled by 
provisionals until such time that the position can be filled with per- 
manent patrolmen. 
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The department continues to upgrade necessary police equipment in 
order to provide the best service possible to the township. In FYE 88, 
five new moving radar units were added bringing our present total to 
eight mobile units and one hand held unit. There has been a tremendous 
increase in requests from citizens for radar surveillance and we are 
attempting to honor that commitment as much as manpower will allow. 
All patrol vehicles are now equipped with the latest "Whelan" strobe 
bar lights and we have just added externally mounted speaker units in 
order to make responding patrol units more visible as well as audible. 
All patrol and detective units have been recently outfitted with new 
Remington 870 shotguns to replace the 14 year old units that were no 
longer serviceable. 


Motor Vehicle accidents numbered 899, and increase of 19, includ- 
ing two fatalities. Stolen motor vehicles accounted for the largest 
number of stolen items followed by T.V.'s sterios, radios etc. 
Approximately 89% of local stolen vehicles were recovered. 


The Traffic Steering Committee has had its first active year and 
is addressing over forty locations town wide that are experiencing 
traffic problems. This is in addition to the requests for. signs, 
crosswalks, and speed zoning. Surveying and gathering data for these 
requests are time consuming. Most have been completed. The Traffic 
Steering Committee should become the Traffic Committee when an article 
is presented to the Special Town Meeting in the fall of 1988. Once 
this committee is established and some order and priorities are set, 
an orderly and successful assault can be made on the traffic problems 
in the town of Falmouth. 


Cheryl Atherton was appointed Juvenile Officer on August 16, 1987. 
The rapport between the Police and School Department has been enhanced 
since her appointment, particularly the High School. In addition to 
her scheduled visits she frequently speaks to various classes on law 
which include search and seizures, rape, sexual abuse and drugs. She 
also speaks to elementary school students about drugs, self esteem and 
safety. Officer Athertonels a. director yot. the S.A. D.U. ((Studence 
Against Drunken Drivers) program and works with the Students Assis- 
tance Program. At the S.A.D.D. Fair in May 1988, Sgt. Roman Medeiros 
and Officer Atherton participated with students in re-enacting some 
recent arrests for "minors in possession". Some of the participating 
students had actually been arrested and as part of their punishment 
from the court, they were arrested again. 


Many of the students have been referred into the Student Assis— 
tance Program; twenty-nine from the police department. These students 
having been involved in incidents which included alcohol/drugs. The 
memorandum of understanding seems to be working well. Communications 
between the schools and the police have improved remarkably. There 
have been several incidents of alcohol/drug possession and/or use on 
school property during and after school hours. 
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These have been reported to me and prosecuted, as well as_ school dis 
Ciplinary action taken and referral into the Student Assistant Pro- 
gram. 


Acceptance of drugs, including alcohol, is sadly becoming a way of 
life for succeeding generations. Efforts are made to continuously 
address the drug problems at the schools through the Juvenile Officer, 
in the community through the detectives with narcotics investigations 
and arrests by the patrol division on drug offenses incidental to an 
arrest. Recent "sting" operations on pouring licensed businesses 
resulted in charges of serving alcoholic beverages to minors to six 
defendants. With policies prohibiting koolers on the beaches and parks 
there was a substantial reduction of the presence of alcoholic bevera- 
ges at the 1987 Road Race. The cooperation between the Police, Road 
Race Committee, Beach Committee, Department of Public Works, Harbor 
Master and Coast Guard is outstanding. The Falmouth Road Race is once 
again becoming the family oriented event it was designed to be. 


K-9 Wolfgang has been on the road for sixteen months under the 
control of K-9 Officer Robert Murray. During that time he has been 
involved in five arrests, all of which were felonies. He was also 
involved in tracking down the man from Plymouth who stole the guns out 
of Falmouth Firearms. Both dog and handler attended an eight week 
course in drug detection and graduated in September of 1987. Wolfgang 
will be certified in marijuana, cocaine and heroin. Several demonstra-— 
tions have been put on for the Boy Scouts, senior citizens etc., 
showing the dog's capabilities and fitness. 


During FYE 1988 safety lectures on bicycle safety were conducted 
using visual aids and safety instructional materials in the month of 
May and June at all elementary and middle schools. Safety materials 
were distributed to the Falmouth High School, bicycle stores and at 
the Barnstable County Fair. Members of the Boy Scout Troops were coun- 
seled and eight scouts earned Safety Merit badges. Safety Officer 
Andras Nyari attended eleven safety meetings at the state level, two 
at the regional level and two bikeway meetings. A bicycle registration 
program is in the planning stages for the town to be held in the fall, 
in conjunction with a civic organization. 


On Police Sunday, awards were presented to officers of the Police 
Department for dedication to duty. Officer Frank Sylvster received the 
"Officer of the Year" award based on the performance of his duties. 
Officers James Shugrue and Todd Fernandes received commendations for 
apprehending a rapist several hours after the incident had taken place 
in Kingston. Citizens awards were presented to Mr. Lawrence R. Bryan 
and Mrs. Kathleen Sherwood for saving the life of Charles Tavares, Jr. 
Four officers received certificates of appreciation for perfect atten- 
dance. 
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The submitted Police Department report reflect statistics 
commensurate with the increased request for services.

PARKING MAGISTRATE 


During FYE 1988 the established practice of holding hearings every 
Tuesday morning at Police Headquarters had leveled off so that there 
will be approximately 300 hearings per year. In addition, the Parking 
Clerk has sent out some 100 letters settling cases for our visitors 
without them having to appear in person. The continuing use of the 
hearing procedure educates our citizenry as well s our visitors in the 
value of observing the law, thereby avoiding embarrassment as well as 
costly fines and tow charges. The nagging problem of towing vehicles 
and the resulting charges were a major concern in the early summer but 
through action taken by the Chief of Police and the Board of 
Selectmen, the towing situation is much improved. However, the poor 
public relations generated by the towing companies removing vehicles 
from private property casts a negative reflection on Falmouth, which 
must be addressed. The number of tickets issued has increased substan- 
tially for the period, however, the number of appeal cases has _ not 
increased, accordingly.

PARKING METER DEPARTMENT 


The Parking Meter Department shows a 16% increase in the number 
of parking tickets issued. During FYE 1987, 11,832 parking tickets 
were issued with a total due of $75,770.00. $47,117.19 was paid leav- 
ing a balance due of $30,567.00. This balance will be sought through 
Phase II in conjunction with the Registry of Motor Vehicles. The col- 
lecticis from parking meters on Main Street, Woods Hole and Falmouth 
Heights totaled $59,395.61. The combined total of parking tickets paid 
and parking meters collected $106,512.80, which is an increase of 182% 
over FYE 1987. The submitted Meter Department report reflects disclo- 
sures commensurate with the increased request for services by the 
police department. 


Paulino P. Rodriques, Chief 
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BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The 1987-1988 fiscal year was one where record building activity 
took place in Falmouth. New residential construction units were down 
19% from the previous fiscal year but the non-residential permits were 
up 60% and the estimated value of construction was up 42% over the 
previous year. 


This was the first full year since the adoption of the building 
permit limitation. This limitation as well as the large existing 
inventory of unsold homes has had the net result of a 47% drop in 
residential units since the 1985-1986 peak of 612 units. The building 
permit limitation is in effect until April 30, 1993, unless extended, 
and should result in a decrease of new subdivisions as well as condo- 
minium construction. 


In February, 1988 Falmouth hired Eladio Gore as its’ second local 
inspector to assist with building code and zoning bylaw enforcement. 
As a result of this additional staff person the public places of 
assembly are now being inspected and certified to insure that they 
comply with the life/safety requirements of the codes. 


The Executive Office of Communities & Development awarded Falmouth 
an Incentive Aid grant in January for a $14,750 study "To develop 
effective enforcement of regulations and bylaws related to land use in 
the Town of Falmouth". The final draft is anticipated by August 31, 
1988 and should give direction for the most appropriate organizational 
arrangements for the land use enforcement departments as well as the 
most appropriate level of manpower to ensure adequate enforcement. 


Administrative Clerk, Bonnie O'Neill, took the position of Admin- 
istrative Assistant to the Zoning Board of Appeals and was replaced by 
Cheryl Hawver who, along with Rachel Minassian, has done a commendable 
job of dealing with the public and handling the paperwork. 


Some of the major new non-residential projects that were started 
in the past year were: Boatel on Childs River - Visiting Nursing 
Association Child Care Facility, Ter Huen Drive - Friendly Ice Cream, 


Davis Straits - Sentry Bank, Main Street - Whitney Center Country 
Club, Falmouth Woods - Falmouth Academy, Highfield Drive - Dobson 
Nursing Home, Jones Road - Falmouth Publishing, Technology Park - 


Pharmacy, County Road - Falmouth Recreation Building - Retail stores, 
Village Common Drive - Five office buildings, one sawmill and a pump- 
ing station.

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ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


During the fiscal year of 1988, the Board of Appeals met fifty- 
five times and had a total of 143 cases which was an increase over the 
previous year. Of the 143 cases, 103 cases were for special permits, 
27 cases were for variances, and 11 cases were appeals made from deci- 
sions or orders of the Building Commissioner. The Board had two cases 
under Chapter 40B, which were both granted with conditions. One of 
them has been appealed to the Housing Appeals Committee and the other 
one was appealed to Superior Court. 


The Board of Appeals would like to express its appreciation to 
Frank K. Duffy, Town Counsel, for his readily available advise and 
representation that is required by the Board of Appeals cn its many 
complex cases. Eleven of the 143 decisions made by the Board of 
Appeals were appealed to Superior Court. The Board would like to also 
thank the many Town Boards, Agents, and Departments for their contin- 
ued advice and input. Communication between the various agencies has 
improved as a result of interdepartmental meetings which are: being 
held on a regular basis. 


The Board of Appeals accepted with great regret the resignation of 
Diane C. Thompson, who had served as the Board's assistant for over 
ten years. Diane's tremendous amount of knowledge, experience, and 
expertise in zoning will continue to be shared with the Board as she 
was appointed as an alternate member of the Board. The Board welcomed 
Bonnie O'Neill from the Building Department as Diane's replacement as 
the Administrative Assistant to the Board. Special thanks to Beverley 
Weeks, part-time clerk for the Board, for her extra help during the 
transition period. 


Martin W. Cohen was reappointed as a regular member and was’ elec- 
ted ®" Chairman of the” Board. Joseph J. Costa, Jr. was elected 
Vice-Chairman and John P. Taylor agreed to serve as Clerk for another 
yea1. Robert Sayers was reappointed as an alternate member. We would 
like to commend the Board of Appeals' regular members, Martin Cohen, 
Joseph Costa, and John Taylor for their regular attendance and consis— 
tent involvement associated with the Board of Appeals' work and also 
the alternate members, Robert Sayers, Herb Tokla, Victoria Lowell, and 
Diane Thompson for their availability to attend meetings as needed and 
their dedicated work for the Board.

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DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


During FYE 1988 this department travelled 70,000 miles in the per- 
formance of our duties. Inclusive in that mileage were such things as 
answering over 3,000 calls from citizens voicing concerns or _ com- 
plaints covering avery broad variety ranging from wetlands 
investigations to illegal hunting or fishing activity or relocating 
nuisance animals. During the course of patrol activity over 2,500 
hunting licenses were checked, 1,500 shellfishing permits were checked 
and 500 fresh water fishing licenses were checked. These figures 
represent dramatic increases over past years and we attribute this. to 
an increased awareness on the part of the public as well as an 
increase in the amount of patrol activity. 


In our capacity as reviewer of applications to build and alter, 
review for the purposes of insuring compliance with the wetlands pro- 
tection act, we considered 1,541 permit applications. This represents 
an increase over last years number. Of those 347 were referred to the 
Conservation Commission for filing as either a Notice of Intent or as 
a Request for Determination of applicability. This figure represents a 
decline from last years numbers. Also, among our duties, we reviewed 
91 applications to the Board of Selectmen for construction permits 
issued under the auspicies of zoning bylaw 4300. 


In the area of wildlife management we were again able to make 
headway on many projects. As has been the case in the past three years 
we begin with those projects that are already underway and evaluate 
them in terms of relative success and maintenance needs. This review 
encompassed some 550,000 square feet of alternate feed strips for 
wildlife, two coastal bank stabilization projects, about a 1,000 
linear feet of coastal dune stabilization as well as our wood duck 
nesting boxes and our osprey nest platforms. Following the maintenance 
review of existing projects we were able to erect two new osprey nests 
and relocate one existing nest. Of the osprey nests currently erected, 
only one was not used this year. In our endeavors to create alternate 
food sources for wildlife, we began work on the Coonamessett property. 
This project was designed for the area known as the "Polo Field"; the 
object of this was to cut the field into a checker board pattern, 
mowing strips for a renewable source of food and leaving squares of 
indigenous vegetation to grow and provide nesting and escape cover. 
The design of this also allows greater accessibility for the general 
public. In the Town Forest we altered a four acre area using a method 
know as "girdleling", the object of which is top promote a more dense 
lower story, in the forest, providing both food and shelter for wild- 
life. The first years’ return growth of this project is very 
encouraging. In another section of Town Forest we endeavored to create 
a project known as a "donut field", the object of this is to create 
more forest edge for escape and cover as well as plantings for a 
source of food. This project did produce the effects expected but, by 
appearance, will have to be reworked next spring. 
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The total we were able to produce 49 acres of additional wildlife feed 
and cover. This is our biggest year yet, however, a lot more work 
needs to be done throughout Town. 


Another continuing project is seedling planting. Again this year, 
as has been the case in the past, we worked with the Conservation Com- 
mission on this. We evaluate the types of species available and 
compare this to the type of species needed to accommodate different 
areas (i.e. dune stabilization, wildlife feed etc.) and then jointly 
perform the painting. This year we acquired 500 seedlings and planted 
them on various Town owned properties. 


A new endeavor this year was a joint effort to create primitive 
hiking trails on parcels of property owned by the Town. The Conserv- 
ation Commission, the 300 Committee and this department conspired to 
create numerous trails for the benefit of our citizens in order that 
they might have a greater ability to enjoy these properties. This 
project is exiting and important, we feel, and will be continued on an 
annual basis. 


During FYE 88 completed our review of the Town in terms of wild- 
life movement and, with the aid of the Planning Board, formulated the 
creation of a zoning bylaw designed to protect wildlife through habi- 
tat preservation and continuity. This is now known as the "wildlife 
Overlay District". This is an extremely unique and exciting concept 
and, given the nature of the vote of Town Meeting (114-14 in support 
of) seen as necessary by the people of the Town. We appreciate your 
support of this project, it will go a long way toward preserving our 
native wildlife for generations to come. 


Another program that is continued on an annual basis is that of 
talks and demonstrations concerning natural resources to the school 
children and various scout groups. This year this program was again 
expanded to include all the elementary schools as well as the West 
Falmouth Pre-school. This is not strictly a class room oriented pro- 
gram, it also includes interpretive walks through various parts of the 
wooded and coastal areas. Our involvement with scouting groups contin-— 
ues to increase. This year we worked with the Tiger Cubs, Cub Scouts 
and Boy Scouts. We served various functions including merit badge 
counselors and coordinators of Eagle Scout projects. In this first 
mentioned capacity we worked with five young men working toward the 
Eagle Award. 


In the area of Law Enforcement we again used the non-criminal 
bylaw citation system. This system cuts down on the amount of time 
spent in court, allowing more time for other functions. As_ has_ been 
the case the past two years, we enjoyed a very close relationship with 
the State Environmental Police utilizing their logistical support as 
much as possible. This support is in the form of boats and all terrain 
vehicles. 
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This support greatly enhances our ability to provide better service to 
the Town. We are also able to take advantage of their non-criminal 
citations for violations of State Law, this further reduces the time 
spent in court. In terms of actual time required in court, this year 
we experienced an increase in the type of cases not covered on a_ non- 
criminal basis and, hence, our court case load exhibited an increase. 


I think everyone will agree that education is important ion any 
field, Natural Resources is no exception. This year we had two offi- 
cers attend and successfully complete a course at the University of 
New Hampshire. This course was for certification in the area of chemi- 
cal capture, the use of tranquilizers. The officers brought back very 
valuable skills and information. Another officer was enrolled in and 
successfully graduated from the Plymouth County Police Academy. This 
course is required of anyone exercising police powers. Our Animal Con- 
trol Officer is currently attending a course offered by the Mass 
Criminal Justice Training Council for certification as an Animal Con- 
trol Officer. Upon graduation this fall, he will be one of only four 
persons on Cape Cod so certified. 


In summary I would like to say that this was a very productive 
year. In all areas subject to our preview we experienced increases. 
The challenges of protecting our natural resources are ever present, 
without the assistance and cooperation of many town agencies, we would 
not be able to accomplish as much as we have. Among those agencies 
that we had the priviledge of working closely with are the Police 
Department, the Department of Public Works, the Planning Board, the 
Conservation Commission and many others. Special thanks extended to 
the Finance Committee and the Board of Selectmen for their continued 
strong support.

ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER 


During FYE 88 as Animal Control Officer I travelled 16,700 miles 
in the performance of my duties. Through the course of the year I 
incarcerated 222 strays. Seventy one of which. were remanded to _ the 
M oS bes Geta in Centerville, for which the Town was' reimbursed 
$2,240.00. One hundred fifty one dogs were claimed by their owners for 
which the Town received $5,272.00. Bringing the total to $7,512.00 
received by the Town. 


As the Animal Control Officer I also monitored the licensing of 
over 1,400 individual licenses and 29 kennel licenses. The annual 
Rabies Clinic was held once again and was a success with over 255 pet 
owners participating. These numbers reflecting an increase in the 
number of responsible pet owners within the town of Falmouth. 
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The number of citations were consistent with last years figures 
with 20 warnings issued to first time offenses, and of those not 
taking heed and found committing subsequent offenses, 13 citations 
were forward to the court for a total of $375.00 in fines. We success- 
fully prosecuted four cases of cruelty to animals. There were a_ total 
of six Selectmen hearings concerning dogs. 


I found that our new. chemical capture equipment works very well 
for the removal of nuisance animals such as skunks, raccoons, opossums 
etc. saving time and avoiding unnecessary stress to the animal. The 
equipment also assisted me in the removal of several vicious dogs, 
making my job easier and less dangerous. The renovations to the inte- 
rior of the dog pound were completed this year making the pound look 
better and easier to clean. With the amount of money we saved by doing 
the work ourselves, we should have enough left in the budget to 
repaint the exterior and to better insulate the ceiling of the build- 
ing, during FYE 88.

QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 
During June and July 1988, 1000 bushels of contaminated quahaugs 
were purchased from New Bedford Harbor and relayed into a closed sec- 
tion of West Falmouth Harbor for propagation and natural depuration. 


Two new shellfish rafts were built by me and placed in Bourne's 
Pond for the purpose of propagating 112,500 seed quahaugs size range 
5.3 mm to 8.0 mm and 50,000 oysters ranging in size from 8.0 mm to 
11.0 mm. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 
Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout 
the Town. The restoration of Coonamessett River herring run by-pass 
was completed by clearing and hand digging by me along with a_ section 
of the Childs River herring run in order for the herring to pass 
freely. 


On the spot checks of wetlands projects were reviewed by me in 
order to protect our resources as best we can. I have prepared reason- 
able suggested guidelines for consideration by the Board of Selectmen 
obtaining to docks, floats and resource areas in order minimize 
adverse effects on marine fisheries and land containing shellfish. 


On June 27, 1988, Salt Pond, Oyster Pond, Green Pond and a section 
of Great Pond were ordered closed to the taking of Shellfish by the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries due to unacceptable water 
quality revealing that the shellfish in these areas are not safe for 
human consumption. On July 7, 1988, Little and Great Sippewissett 
Creeks along with all of Wrest Falmouth Harbor were ordered closed. On 
July 13, 1988, Herring River, Wild Harbor and Wild Harbor River were 
also closed for the same, due to high levels of fecal coliform bacter- 
ia. I will continue to work with the Division of Marine Fisheries in 
monitoring these areas and they will determine when the areas can be 
reopened.

We must support our Waterways Committee in keeping the entrances 
to our waterways open for the tides to ebb and flow freely, for the 
best sanitizing agent that nature has provided us is the exchange of 
water with each tidal change. I must state that I feel the Town of 
Falmouth will overcome its water quality problems and that we will 
take it step by step to achieve and restore our waterways to the best 
of our ability. 


Thank you, citizens of the Town of Falmouth, for the understanding 
and cooperation with the emergency shellfish closures during this past 
summer. I also wish to thank the Falmouth and Massachusetts Natural 
Resource Officers for assisting me with the patrolling of the shellf- 
ish areas and the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries for their 
continued technical assistance.

TOWN INFORMATION & CLERICAL CENTER 


Five Hundred and Eighty-Nine meetings were held by the Commit-— 
tees, Boards and Commissions of the Town from July 1,1987 through June 
30, 1988. The Clerical Center has prepared a variety of correspon- 
dence, technical material, reports, contracts and miscellaneous data 
to assist these government bodies in carrying out their tasks. In 
compliance with Chapter 303 of the Mass. General Laws, all meetings 
were posted with the Town Clerk and minutes of meetings are on file at 
the Clerical Center. 


Additionally, the Clerical Center provides secretarial services 
to the Conservation Commission in administering the State Wetlands 
Act and the Town Wetlands Protection Bylaw. The Clerical Center proc- 
essed 181 Requests for Determination of Applicability, 166 Notices of 
Intent, issued 166 Orders of Condition, Amended 49 Orders, and issued 
76 Certificates of Compliance. A total of $4,075. was collected for 
Wetlands Fees as of June 30, 1988, and deposited with the Town 
Treasurer. 


The Town Moderator discharged the Government Study Committee at 
the Annual Town Meeting with thanks and appreciation.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Once again, the Falmouth Conservation Commission had a heavy work 
load. In the past fiscal year, the Commission heard 181 Requests for 
Determinations of Applicability of the Wetlands Protection Act, and 
166 formal hearings under a Notice of Intent (up from 132 last year). 
There were 49 Amended Orders of Conditions and 76 Certificates of 
Compliance issued. 


This volume represents several factors: the continued growth of 
the Town, increased pressure to build on lots under Wetlands Protec-— 
tion Act jurisdiction, and in the case of Certificates of Compliance, 
previous work being followed up. 


Our Conservation Administrator, Jennifer Graf, ably took most of 
the burden, particularly in respect to the many hours of field work 
required each week. 


The Commission received invaluable assistance from the Falmouth 
300 Committee, and in a joint effort, was successful in getting favor- 
able action on acquisition of two important parcels from the Annual 
Town Meeting in respect to puting the issue on the ballot and from the 
voters in over-riding Proposition 2-1/2. One parcel, the Tavares 
parcel nicely adds to adjacent lands previously acquired in the Mares 
Pond/Spectacle Pond area. The Rodgers parcel directly abuts the ‘Sea 
Farm' parcel acquired several years ago and considerably enhances the 
long term recreational and conservation importance of Bournes Pond. 


The Commission has a very strong sense that what is now required 
on a priority basis is land management of all these parcels; accom- 
plishment of this will be given our best efforts in the present year. 


The Falmouth Heights Bluff Project finally got under way; this 
worthy and vitally needed project is the result of Federal, State and 
local agencies cooperating. At the local level, the efforts of the 
Department of Public Works, the Board of Selectmen and the Beach Com- 
mittee were critical to the success of this project. 


There were several changes in the Commission's membership: the 
vacancy created by Leonard Ballentine's resignation last year was 
filled by Richard Latimer. Bruce Tripp, former chairman, retired to 
help draft local wetlands regulations to back up our Town Wetlands 
Protection Bylaw, and he was replaced by Bennett Tribken. Gilbert 
Allenby moved to Florida and Cameron Gifford was appointed as his 
replacement. | 
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Stuart Jones was elected Chairman, with Judy Stetson and Thomas 
Abbott serve as co-Vice Chairmen.

PLANNING BOARD 


The beginning of Fiscal Year 1988 showed a continued deluge of 
development projects, a trend which definitely had changed by the end 
of the year. A draft Master Plan for the town was completed by the 
Planning Board with the exhaustive efforts of the staff, especially 
Ken Buckland, the Town Planner. 


Preliminary plans received by the board numbered 23, while 19 
definitive subdivision plans were submitted in the same period. Site 
plan reviews for large scale projects were 20, while 6 administrative 
reviews were received in FY88. 


Town Meeting was a busy time for the board, as usual, with a total 
of 34 Planning Board articles and 10 petitioned articles on the war- 
rant. Two major benefits to the town include the establishment of a 
Wildlife Corridor Protection Overlay District (determined with the 
help of the Natural Resources Department) and a Coastal Pond Recharge 
Overlay District to mitigate the effects of heavy nutrient loading. 
Passage of these articles was an important step towards protecting 
these valuable natural resources. 


Through grants, the Planning Board hired Susan Asmus, a student at 
the University of Rhode Island, to help research and develop a Coastal 
Resources Plan for the town. Though still in draft form, the board is 
working to complete this project in the current fiscal year. 


Many changes in members and staff have made the Planning Board's 
work more difficult in the past year. Wayne Tavares resigned from the 
board due to conflicts with his business schedule. The board wishes to 
express its gratitude to Wayne for his contributions. Our entire 
staff, Town Planner, Assistant Planner, and Secretary, left to pursue 
career opportunities to advance their personal goals. These staff mem- 
bers, especially Ken Buckland, were definite assets to the town, 
contributing greatly to enhance the quality of life in Falmouth. 
Phillipe Plageman, hired as Interim Town Planner, helped to stabilize 
the transition period between the two Town Planners. We are fortunate 
to have hired Mary Briana as our new administrative secretary, joining 
us after seven years with the Water Department. John Hulsey joined us 
as Assistant Planner after completing graduate studies at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina in Chapel Hill. Michael J. Murphy, our new Town 
Planner, has a graduate degree from Harvard University and has’ been 
Town Planner for the towns of Oxford and Charleton. Our new staff will 
have its work cut out for it. We wish them good luck! 
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Falmouth has seen traumatic changes for decades, especially in 
recent years, and these changes are not likely to have ended. Some 
changes have been for the better, but many have not. The Planning 
Board for sees the next several years as being crucial ones in the 
future development of our town.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board enjoyed an active and successful year highli 
ghted by the implementation of the reclassification of 106 positions, 
affecting 181 employees. Our goal is to annually monitor the classi- 
fication system so that it remains a viable instrument to insure 
equitable and competitive wages. 


The health insurance plan for Town and School employees was upgra- 
ded to Master Health Plus which provides improved coverage and reduces 
employees' paperwork. The Personnel Board and the Board of Selectmen 
in conjunction with the Cape Cod Municipal Health Group, are investi- 
gating insurance options which would retain our level of coverage 
without the exorbitant premium increases we are experiencing with Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield. The Personnel Board collected for the Town 
$105,975.28 in premium fees from Retirees and former employees. 


The hourly rate for Department of Public Works, Library, non- 
aligned and AFSCME employees was increased by five percent (54) for 
fiscal year '89. The Public Employees’ Local 1249 (DPW) and the Fal- 
mouth Library Association agreed to a two year contract. 


A very successful Management Development program was implemented 
offering management education and training for Selectmen, department 
heads and other supervisory staff. The program consisted of five ses- 
sions which stressed the achievement of higher performance levels 
through goal-setting and teamwork. This program will be continued and 
will hopefully expand to include a greater number of employees. 


The employment function of the department was active resulting in 
forty six (46) new employees being hired, sixty two (62) promotions 
earned, one hundred and sixty (160) seasonal employees hired and and 
two hundred and five (205) step increases approved. 


Due to fiscal constraints, the Personnel Board agreed with the 
Finance Committee and the Board of Selectmen to support only six of 
the fourteen articles submitted requesting new positions. The posi- 
tions were approved based on legal needs and/or the criterion that the 
fees collected justified the cost of the position.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


During 1988 the effects of Proposition 2 1/2 have made an ever 
increasing impact on the Town. This year Town Meeting found it neces- 
sary to go to the voters to override Proposition 2 1/2 to fund a 
portion of the household rubbish collection and to exclude two land 
purchases, a road improvement project and a school addition. It 
appears that we will be facing more overrides in the future for large 
projects or a cut in the normal Town services. 


The Town can increase its levy limit by successfully voting an 
override or an exclusion. 


An override allows the Town to assess taxes in excess of the auto- 
matic annual 2.5% increase and any increase due to new growth. The 
override results in a permanent increase in the levy limit of the 
Town. 


Subject to voter approval, the Town can assess taxes in excess of 
its levy limit or levy ceiling for the payment of certain capital 
projects and for the payment of specified debt service costs. An 
exclusion for the purpose of raising funds for debt service costs is 
referred to as a debt exclusion and an exclusion for the purpose of 
raising funds for capital project costs is referred to as a capital 
outlay expenditure exclusion. The additional amount for the payment of 
debt service is added to the levy limit or levy ceiling for the life 
of the debt only. The additional amount for the payment of the capital 
project cost is added to the levy limit or levy ceiling only for the 
year in which the project is being undertaken. Unlike overrides, the 
amount of the exclusion does not become a permanent part of the levy 
limit base. 


Levy is the amount the community actually raises through the prop- 
erty tax. The levy can be any amount up to the levy limit. 


Levy Limit is the maximum the levy can be in a given year. The 
limit is based on the previous year's limit plus certain allowable 


increases. 


Levy Ceiling is the maximum the levy limit can be. The ceiling 
equals 2.5% of the community's full and fair cash value.

CAPITAL PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


The Capital Program Committee has two responsibilities: 1) recom- 
mendations on capital items requested for the upcoming fiscal year and 
2) development of a long-range town-wide capital expenditure program 
which is updated and extended annually to look five years ahead. Both 
of these undertakings were accomplished in April 1988 with the public- 
ation of the committee's annual Report to Town Meeting. 


The five-year forcast included in that report is by far the most 
complete to date, incorporating input from all town departments which 
have capital requirements. It shows a continuing need for about three 
million dollars per year in "routine" capital expenses: replacement of 
vehicles and other equipment, road and sidewalk repairs, school build- 
ing renovation and waterways maintenance. 
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That amount is consistent with Falmouth's capital spending in recent 
years. With careful planning the town should be able to meet these 
needs, but must be recognize that this will continue to be an important 
aspect of our budget. 


In addition there is need within five years for at least $10 mil- 
lion in major new capital projects: expansion of Town Hall, new Fire 
Department Headquarter, DPW and Waterways projects. Such major programs 
can only be funded by exceeding the limits of Proposition 2 1/2 by 
over-ride exclusion. Fortunately the voters of Falmouth have repeatedly 
shown their willingness to accept additional tax burdens for needed 
improvements. 


In Fiscal 1988 nearly $6 million was requested for capital proj- 
ects; $2.9 million was voted at annual and special town meetings. The 
requests for FY 1989, presented at the Annual Town Meeting in April 
1988, included $4.2 million in requiring exclusion or over-ride. The 
Capital Program Committee recommended all of the special requests, 
which were eventually approved both by Town Meeting and by town-wide 
referendum in May. Of the "routine" items, the committee recommended 
$2.3 million; however, because of uncertain funding; most were postpo- 
ned to a special town meeting in November. 


Town Meeting approved a revised Capital Program Committee bylaw 
setting December 15th instead of September lst as the deadline for town 
boards and departments to submit requests. This later deadline acknowl- 
edges the realities of departmental budgeting but it puts the committee 
on a much tighter schedule to complete its recommendations in time to 
be useful to the Finance Committee. We hope and expect that the Charter 
Commission elected in May 1988 will propose a more effective financial 
management structure for the Town. 


We note with gratification that our 1987 report to Town Meeting won 
first prize in the annual report contest of the Massachusetts Associ- 
ation of Finance Committee. That makes it two in a row; we _ have 
submitted our 1988 report for consideration. 


There were relatively few changes in committee membership during 
the year. Virginia Valiela and Horce Homer continue to represent the 
Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee and Town Account, Michael 
Daley has served ably as ex officio member. Dr. Raymond Rioux served a 
year as Planning Board representative; he has been replaced by Jan 
Packish. At large member John Giabbai resigned for personal reasons in 
August of 1988; at this writing he has not been replaced. Our thanks to 
the departing members for their time, judgement and important service 
to their community. 
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So too, we thank all the department heads and committee chairs who 
have worked closely with the committee during the year and who have 
made it possible for us to do our job.

RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The recycling environment has been relatively stable and positive 
in fiscal year 1988. Newsprint shipments were up one third, due to a 
steady market (which disappeared at year's end). There were only two 
glass shipments but at least two more were ready to ship at year's 
end, and the average price we received was $40. per ton versus $34. 
per ton last year. Computer paper shipments were comparable to last 
year, and aluminum was stockpiled at levels similar to 1987. Waste oil 
shipments did not accelerate as feared, although the expense of oil 
disposal was up 60% on volume which increased only 164. 


On the negative side, the resources of the committee were strained 
by presumed hazardous, materials which accumulated at the Recycling 
Center. Energy was spent getting an article passed by Town Meeting to 
dispose of the collection, sorting and cataloging the material, and 
trying to prevent further accumulations. The Committee hopes. that 
education and town and county efforts will prevent this problem from 
recurring. 


The committee has made a strong effort this year to keep informed. 
We have met with the Selectmen, the DPW Commissioners and the Hazar- 
dous Waste Coordinator. The entire committee attended a program on 
solid waste organized by the League of Women Voters, and representati- 
ves attended the 1988 Cape and Islands Conference on Recycling and 
Composting.

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LIBRARY DIRECTOR 


The changing use of libraries is evident nationwide, in Falmouth 
and in all but the smallest library as we enter the 90's primarily as 
an information facility. These changes are labor-intensive, indicating 
high staff interaction with customers. Years ago use was passive 
people came in, picked out a few books, checked them out and left. 
Much of our use is in-house, with no easily countable transactions, 
but with in-depth reference assistance. Circulation was 12% over last 
year; reference questions increaseed by 154.

TECHNICAL SERVICES 


This area consists of acquisitions, receiving, cataloging and 
data conversion, in effect, an inventory and quality control system 
for the library's collection. 


Notable in this department this year:

REGIONAL LIBRARY SERVICE 
State funds support all interlibrary loan operations, a professio- 
nal reference position, partial technical services and relevant 
administrative costs. With state funds 1,088 books, 135 periodicals, 
1183 microforms and partial indexes on laser discs were purchased.

The Cape libraries automated network is progressing according to 
plan, Data Research Associates of St. Louis is the supplier of the 
hardware. The central site is at the Woods Hole Oceanographic computer 
center. Telecommunications is supplied by Data Comm of Framingham. The 
system will be compatible with that of the Boston Public Library and 
five greater Boston municipalities and with that of a group of academ- 
ic libraries along the Fenway leading to possibilities of easy 
resource-sharing with these major libraries. 
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The Homebound Librarian served 126 persons in nursing homes and 
private homes delivering books, magazines and books-on-tape. The li- 
brary continues to be a focal cultural center sponsoring and providing 
space for a variety of adult and childrens programs.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The turnover of personnel and the difficulties of recruitment, 
especially of professional librarians, concern the trustees. Vacancies 
occured for a number of reasons —- health, personal and professional - 
and promotions from within attributed to staff changes. However, the 
80% turnover of professional staff constantly pointed out the diffi- 
culty of recruiting qualified people in an environment of 
non-competitive salaries and high living costs and in a relatively 
remote area. One key position was vacant for five months. 


A second major change is related to techynology. The library's 
collection and services no longer are contained within the building. 
Now we have remote databases, laser discs, CD-ROM, on-line reference 
and videos. Along with the technology comes changing space needs 
focusing on staff assistance and security of equipment. 


Thirdly, users have changed. They want answers to questions per- 
taining to their jobs, education, hobbies, travels, health, business 
and law. They want access to information, not just "a good book to 


read over the weekend", 


With hundreds of people using the library everyday and a_ growing 
percentage of these requiring professional assistance, adequate staff- 
ing is a priority. There is a unanimous concern about meeting the 
library needs of this community within the financial restrictions cur- 
rently in place. 


The trustees continued their policy of merit awards of $100 each 
to graduating seniors in seven areas of study and this year granted an 
award associated with reading achievements to a Falmouth Academy 
SenLot. 


The statue of Katharine Lee Bates was installed permanently on 
the library grounds. Dedication is planned for August 12, 1988.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 
During the period June, 1987 - June, 1988, the circulation of 
books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 7,323. During the year 356 


books were added to the collection and 620 were withdrawn, leaving the 
COOLS Co tectione aise eis, 
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The total items withdrawn reflects the removal of several multi-volume 
sets, including bound National Geographics. At the present time there 
are 430 registered members of the Library. The library is open 21 
hours a week year round. 


The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award which is 
administered by the library was presented to Jennifer Adami and Nacy 
Cook, both of whom are attending Fitchburg State College. 


The friends of the library continue to organize and book discus- 
sion groups and hold meetings which feature interesting speakers. The 
fund raising efforts of this group have made possible the purchase of 
new book shelves, a new Xerox machine, and other improvements both 
inside and outside the Library. 


The community room is being used for many programs including a 
story/craft hour for young children, the Annual Art Show, the Annual 
Book Sale and the Christmas House Tour. The West Falmouth Pre-School 
continues to use the downstairs classroom. 


During the year, the Library received a gift of two (2) Yew trees 
in memory of Dr. Sumas Malone, a long time summer resident of West 
Falmouth. 


In February, Mrs. Ann Ellis was hired as Assistant Librarian fol- 
lowing the resignationof Mrs. Elinor McCann. 


The dedication of our volunteers, the Trustees, the assistant 
librarian and librarian, Mrs. Shirley Harrison helps to make the West 
Falmouth Library a very important part of our community.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library has experenced growth in a number of areas 
in the 1987-88 year. The library expanded its hours, increasing to 25 
hours in winter and 27 in summer, the additional hours occuring on 
Mondays, noon to 3, and late afternoons. Circulation of books and li- 
brary materials was 16,427, an increase of 13% over last year. Books 
added to the collection totaled 847, with 442 purchased with library 
funds, and 405 gifts or purchased with gift money. 


Two new sets of encyclopedias were purchased with funds’ received 
from a state competative grant from the Massachusetts Board of Library 
Commissioners. A second grant, sponsored bythe "Library of America" 
series of classic American literature. 


An additional staff assistant, Nancy Cloos Babin, was hired 
because of the increase in hours. 
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Library visits from school groups expanded to include children 
from the Waldorf School as well as those from the Woods Hole Child 
Center and the Headstart Program. 


The film program was expanded also to include a noontime film 
series as well as evening programs. The chamber concert series was 
continued, as well as slide lectures, poetry reading, and story tel- 
ling for children. Fund raising events include book sales, a plant 
sale, andf benefit programs for the building reconstruction fund. 


The library joined CIVIV, the Cape and Islands Video Circuit, and 
now has videos to circulate to patrons at no cost. 


The home delivery program continued to deliver books and materials 
to people in the community who are unable to come to the library.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Historical Commission has _ continued to work to 
record and preserve Falmouth' historical assets during this year. 


In July of 1987, the Commission was concerned with the Falmouth 
Jewish Congregation's Plan to relocate the Hatchville Road exit, a 
plan which included changes in and around the East End Meeting House. 


The Commission considers this junction with the East End Meeting 
House one of Falmouth's most historically valuable sites. The Commis-— 
sion initially voted to allow the Meeting House to be moved as a way 
to preserve the Hatchville Road Junction and to provide the necessary 
preservation work on the Meeting House. 


It was later discovered in the original Shubael Lawrence will of 
1841 that Shubael Lawrence never intended that the church be moved and 
indeed intended taht it be maintained at the head of the burying 
ground. In consideration of this new information, the Commission 
reversed its vote during the August 25, 1987 meeting and voted a 
disapproval. 


The Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Research Reserve has been of 
much concern to the Commission over the last year. It has long been 
known that Washburn Island contains many historical assets which the 
Commission wanted to protect. 


The Commission will continue to press for funds to be released 


from DEM and MHC for the archaeologist to carry out an intensive 
survey of Washburn Island. 
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The Commission and the Falmouth Planning Board has_ sought’ state 
funds through the Massachusetts Historical Commission to survey Fal- 
mouth's historical assets. It became clear that there woudl be 
nothing forthcoming again this year and the Commission has hired a 
part time consultant to identify, photograph and catalog Falmouth's 
historical assets. 


The Spritsail, a journal devoted to Falmouth's history, has 
received the wholehearted support of the Commission from its incep- 
tion. The Commission felt that it shuld share in the start-up cost and 
plans to financially assist the effort for its first 3 years. It is 
hoped that at the end of the 3 year period that the publication will 
receive adequate support and readership through the Upper Cape to sus-— 
tain itself. 


This year the Commission felt that they should assist in improving 
and protecting the Falmouth Historical Society Archive because so much 
new material had been generated by The Book of Falmouth. The Commis-— 
sion granted the Falmouth Historical Society a 50% matching grant in 
the amount of $20,000 to be used for improvements on their Archive 
Vault, decelopment of their histroical reference collection and the 
public use area. 


The Nobska Point Lighhouse was placed on the National Register of 
Historic Places in January of 1988. The Commission voted to support 
the cost of placing a bronze plaque commemorating the history of the 
lighthouse and its placement on the National Register.

BOARD OF REGISTRARS 


In April, 1988, the Board of Registrars accepted with regret the 
resignation of Everett Hobson, chairman of the Board for 18 years. 
Norma Figueredo did not accept another term having served loyally for 
9 years as our Board Secretary. 


Appointed by the Board of Selectmen to fill the vacancies were 
Beatrice Hodge and Savas Hantzes. Carol Martin, elected Town Clerk and 
Treasurer in the April election, completes the Board and maintains the 
impartiality with (2) members who are registered Democrats and (2) 
registered Republicans. 
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Redistricting was implemented during the past year which entailed 
placing every voter in his or her new precinct, both on their registr- 
ation cards and into the computer. Numerous telephone calls were also 
received from voters as to where they would now vote.

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HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


Counseling Program 
The social workers provided counseling and outreach casework to 
159 Falmouth households via individual, couple and family services. 
Of those, 93 were new counseling clients, 3/7 were re-opened counseling 
cases and 29 were provided outreach services. 


Early Childbearing Program 
Seventy-two Falmouth residents participated in this service for 
pregnant and parenting teens co-sponsored by health care of Southeas- 
tern Massachusetts, Inc. 


Friendly Visitor Program 
More than 75 Friendly Visitor volunteers enriched the lives of a 
similar number of older adults and disabled Falmouth residents via 
this program which provides companionship, stimulation, and _ contact 
with the community for those generally unable to participate in com- 
munity activities. A grant of $7,146. from Elder Services of Cape Cod 
funded the program's major costs. 


Federal Surplus Commodities 
An average 373 Falmouth low income households, representing an 
average of 932 individuals received dairy and grain products during 
quarterly distributions. The market value of the commodities was 
$25,000. 


Contracts 

A new contract was initiated with the Cape & Islands Self-Reliance 
Corporation to provide Falmouth residents with access to less expen- 
sive sources of fuel, energy efficient products, and food. Contracts 
were renewed with Independence House, Inc. (battered women's servi- 
ces), CCAIRU, Inc. (Falmouth Family Shelter), Nauset Workshop, Inc. 
(handicapped work training), Cape Cod Council on Alcoholism, Inc. 
(substance abuse education programs), The Thorne Clinic, Inc. (family 
and children's counseling), Center for Individual and Family Services 
(substance abuse counseling, family mediation and sexual abuse coun- 
seling), Cape Cod Child Development Program, Inc. (day care and 
Head-Start), and Legal Services of Cape Cod & The Islands, Inc. (Elder 
Law Project). Complete contract agency service reports are on file at 
the department's offices. 


Community Meetings 
Presentations to the public were made on Eating Disorders; the 
Victim/Witness Assistance Program; SHARE, a computer communication 
system for the disabled; Housing Young Mothers and Their Children; and 
the Family Care Program, a fostering service for elders. 
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Information and Referral 
The department received a total of 1428 requests for services from 
Falmouth residents, up over 150 requests from FY'87. Most frequent 
requests were 304 for counseling information, 224 for housing informa- 
tion, 173 for food and financial assistance, and 184 for telephone 
numbers. 


Community Organization 

Staff and committee members participated on boards/committees of 
the Falmouth Service Center, Elder Services, Around The Table, Pocas-— 
set Mental Health Center, the Committee on Racial Equality, the 
Falmouth Housing Trust, Visions, Gosnold, Cape Cod Planning and Eco- 
nomic Development Commission, Local Officials of Human Services 
Council, the Governor's Adolescent Health Council, and the Falmouth 
Council on Aging. 


Technical assistance was provided to our state representative, the 
Falmouth Schools, the Handicap Committee, the Falmouth Substance Abuse 
Commission, local businesses and non-profit agencies. Day care, tran- 
sportation, regional planning for human services, voting access for 
the handicapped and services to youth were issues for which the staff 
were asked to provide professional consultation. 


Administration/Budget 

Town moderator recommended and Town Meeting appointed the Rev. 
Alfred Malone and Dr. Peter Clark to openings on the Human Services 
Committee resulting from the resignations of long time member the Rev. 
Charles Hoffman and Arthur Doyle. Sheila Payne became part-time 
salaried coordinator of the Friendly Visitors program and Matthew 
Walton, MSW, was hired to.fill a new part-time social worker position 
authorized at the 1987 Annual Town Meeting. 


At the 1988 Annual Town Meeting, a department budget of $193,905. 
was approved for FY 1989. 


The Human Services Committee, staff, and volunteers thank other 
departments, Town Meeting members, and Falmouth taxpayers for their 
continued generous support. We look forward to another year of effi- 
ciently serving those most in need in Falmouth appointed.

SUBSTANCE ABUSE COMMISSION 


On April 19, 1987, at the suggestion of the School Superintendent 
and the Police Chief, the Board of Selectmen appointed 12 interested 
citizens to serve on a special committee designated the Falmouth Sub- 
stance Abuse Commission. The purpose of the Commission was to continue 
the work of the Alcohol and Drug Task Force and to follow the recom- 
mendations of the Governor's Alliance Against Drugs. 
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To that end, the Commission members designated an organizational 
structure and took part in the first of a series of training/education 
sessions concerning the nature and extend of alcohol and drug problems 
in our community. The Commission then drew up a position statement and 
set their own goals incorporating those of the Alliance. 


As the group continued to work at monthly and in sub-committee 
meeting, it became apparent that in order to make a realistic impact 
in the community, the Commission needed the support not only of the 
Board of Selectmen but also of the entire citizenry. So, the members 
petitioned the Selectmen to request in Articles # 33 and 34 of the 
fall Special Town Meeting that the Town Meeting establish and fund the 
Commission. The Articles passed unchallenged and the Commission made 
the transition from a special advisory committee to an official Town 
Commission with start-up funds. The new Commission continued with the 
monthly meetings, training sessions and sub-committee work. Also sev- 
eral guests were invited to present ideas and to five direction to our 
efforts. Among these were Karen Cassidy, Dr. Laura Reid, Ose Manhein, 
Peter Kerwin, Bruce and Barbars Espey, the New Alternatives Group, 
Judge, James Cronin, Frank McKay, John Clarendon, Christina Callahan, 
James Ridley and Thomas Forcella. We were particularly please with the 
support we received from Gosnold, The Enterprise, local printers and 
the media. 


Because of the level of community cooperation coupled with the 
high commitment of the Commission members the following tasks, posi- 
tion statement and programs have been formulated and instituted: 


TASKS 
1. Address the wide spread alcohol and drug abuse problem in Falmouth, 
a problem that exists at all age levels and all social and economic 
levels. 
2. Work with Town Departments, public and private organizations to 
provide information and education about substance abuse. 
3. Review the alcohol and drug polices and programs of Town Depart- 
ments, organizations and community groups and to make recommendations. 
4, Provide progress reports to the Board of Selectmen. 


POSITION STATEMENT 
We believe the abuse of alcohol and drugs is a threat to _ the 
quality of life in Falmouth that presumes a healthy family unit, a 
productive and safe work place, safe roadways and safe public areas. 
The Commission has dedicated itself by working with the community to 
eliminate this threat and to find avenues that lead to position alter- 
natives and attitudes. As such we; 


1. Support the laws and regulations of the Town of Falmouth and _ the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts concerning alcohol and drug use. 

2. Believe that adults, as role models and caretakers of the young, 
are obliged to drink responsibly if they choose to drink. 
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3. Believe that the use of illegal drugs is abuse. So called "recrea 
tional drugs use" is unlawful and unsafe for anyone at any age. 

4. Believe that the illegal use of alcohol by minors must be discoura- 
ged. The notion of "teaching or allowing minors to drink" has proven 
to be ineffective and hazardous. 


PROGRAMS AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
1. Designed the Memorandum of Understanding, a written agreement 
entered into by the Schools and the Police Departments, which formal- 
izes procedures for communications and cooperation on incidents of 
alcohol or drug use, possession and distribution involving Falmouth 
students. 
2. Advised in the establishing of the Student Assistance Team (SAT) 
program at the High School. One hundred fifty four young people have 
participated in this program which provides intervention services to 
youth with school, peer, family, alcohol and/or drug related problems. 
3. Linked the Barnstable Juvenile Court and the SAT Program so_ that 
troubled youths can receive assistance through court referral. 
4. Produced a comprehensive community resource list titled "You Don't 
Have To Face Alcohol and Drug Problems ALONE". Eight thousand copies 
were distributed by the Enterprise. Copies continue to be available at 
most public buildings in Town. 
5. Planned for the week of October 2-8 to be ALCOHOL AND DRUG AWARE- 
NESS WEEK in Falmouth. Varied education programs are set for students 
in all grade levels, for families, for employers, for retirees, for 
the scientific community, for service clubs and for businesses. The 
week will conclude with an alcohol and drug free Homecoming Event at 
the High school. 


Everyone has witnessed the pain caused by substance abuse. In 
order to accomplish the work that needs to be done in our community we 
must all continue to join together. The Commission's future plans 
include establishing a library and parent resource, publishing news- 
letters and provide on-going education.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging has noted a steady increase in the number of 
individuals participating in programs and services provided by the 
Council at the Town of Falmouth Multi-Purpose Senior Center. During 
the past year, 248 individuals were issued Senior Citizen Identific- 
ation Cards, 15,799 persons took part in Center activities, and 5,447 
persons were provided transportation by the Council on Aging Mini 
Bus. 28,1880 issues of the Council newsletter were mailed to the 
4,419 individuals registered at the Senior Center. 
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The Council on Aging Out Reach Worker has continued to contact 
individuals through door-to-door visits and telephone interviews. 
During this period 792 individuals were contacted and 86 were referred 
to other agencies for follow up services. This program is made possi- 
ble by a grant received from the Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs in the amount of $11,522. The Council has also received 
a grant of $2,500. from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs to 
implement a support group for home bound and impaired senior citizens. 


The Dedication of the Solarium addition to the Senior Center took 
place on December 3, 1987. This attractive room provides additional 
meeting space, the small library area provides a quiet corner for 
those who want to relax, and the TV and VCR are available for those 
interested. 


The Council on Aging in coordination with other agencies provides 
the following programs and services at the Senior Center which it has 
established as the focal point in the Community for these activities: 
health screening and blood pressure monitoring; Medicare—Medex, Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield, legal and financial counseling; certified Health 
Benefit counseling, and assistance with health insurance forms; 
Income Tax assistance; tax seminars; Meals on Wheels; Friendly Visi- 
faeces and _Craftss annital,. picnic;,..monthly, ,parties;, exercise 
classes; walking group; social events; cards; Bazaars and White Ele- 
phant Sales; Fuel Assistance; Mini Bus service; school lunch program; 
Intergenerational Spelling Bees; tours and trips; volunteer opportuni- 
ties; information and referral; and OUt Reach Program. The Council 
also participates in the RSVP program, The Elder Service Corps, and 
the Senior Aide Program. 


A Volunteer Recognition Ceremony and Luncheon acknowledging’ the 
dedicated volunteer effort and hours of service was held for 75 indi- 
viduals who serve at the Senior Center. Each received a letter of 
appreciation for their service presented by our Sate Representative 
and the Board of Selectmen. In addition, the Council on Aging received 
$3,792 in donations for the Mini Bus Fund and $1,192. for the Postage 
Fund. These funds, deposited with the Town Treasurer, will help defray 
the cost of the programs for which they are designed. 


Eileene Finnell, Council Chairman since the Council was formed in 
1971, was honored with a reception following her decision not to seek 
reelection. The ceremony was attended by State and local dignitaries 
who expressed their appreciation to Mrs. Finnell for her dedicated 
service to the elderly of the Community. Cynthia Barkley was. elected 
by the Council to serve as Chairman for the current year. 
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The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the many indivi 
duals for their monetary contributions. The Council also wishes to 
thank each of the volunteers who donate their time and talents in sup- 
port of the Council's objectives and goals. The financial saving that 
their volunteer effort, together with monetary amounts, represents a 
substantial savings to the taxpayers of Falmouth. The Council also 
wishes to express its appreciation to the Board of Selectmen and _ the 
Finance Committee for their support and leadership during the past 
year.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN'S SERVICE 


From July 1, 1987 through June 30, 1988, Veterans, their widows, 
dependent children and parents of World War I and II, the Korean Con- 
flict and Vietnam were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Four World War I, twenty-five World War II, ten Korean and three 
Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Fifteen of these 
Veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The 
widows and dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary 
forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave 
markers. 


Seventeen markers have been applied for, all have been received 
and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries, have been taken care of, and three indigent burials. 


Eligibility Verification Reports from the Veterans Administration 
Office are now being sent to Massachusetts Veterans on a rotating 
basis and not all on November 1, making it much easier to handle with 
the addition of DIC recipients receiving the EVR's, it accounted for 
approximately seventy-five income statements being filed by this 
OFT Tce’, 


This office has processed one Vietnam and one Korean Veterans' 
application for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately six hun- 
dred and fifty Veterans and dependents in filing for education 
benefits, on the job training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements 
and many other benefits during the year. 


At the request of the Boston V.A. Regional Office, Agents 
throughout the Commonwealth were asked to assist them in advising 
former POW's (or their widows) that the U. S. Government would be 
issuing a prestigious medal to all Former Prisoners of War. Sixteen 
application were submitted through this office. As of the end of June, 
1988 approximately 142,000 Veterans qualified for this medal, which 
created quite a delay in processing. 
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Another addition this year was the application to establish Veter 
ans Status for Merchant Seamen. Six applications were filed by Fal- 
mouth residents. 


With a Veteran Population of 3,638 credited to the Town of 
Falmouth by the V. A. Regional Office in Providence, R.I., the annual 
award to this community was $2,998,778 in federal V.A. benefits. 


I wish to thank the members of the American Legion, Amvets, Disa- 
bled American Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars for their 
assistance in decorating veterans graves for Memorial Day,, and _ the 
Veteran's Council Committee for all their help.

Taps were rendered by, Ann Marie Consalvi, a high school student open-— 
ing and closing prayers were given by Rev. Fr. Wallace, former 
’ Chaplain; the National Anthem was played by the Falmouth High School 
Marching Band. The Guest Speaker was Richard E. Kendall, Legislative 
Director to the Governor. 


The Memorial Day ceremonies were received well by a greater number 
of participants than usual.

AFFIRMATIVE ACTION OFFICER. 


The Affirmative Action/Fair Housing/Minority Business Enterprise 
Officer is responsible for the development, administration and evalu- 
ation of affirmative action policies, procedures, programs and goals. 
The Officer monitors local, state and Federal laws relating to affir- 
mative action and equal opportunity, administers the standards and 
procedures of the Minority Business Enterprise Program, and develops 
policies and procedures to promote equal opportunity for housing for 
all persons in the Town of Falmouth. 
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At present, minorities represent 5% and women represent 29% of 
total employees in the workforce. The ultimate goad of affirmative 
action programming is to achieve "parity" in the workforce for women, 
and in the population for minorities. The parity figure for Falmouth 
is 6% minorities and 44% women. An important goal for FY'89 will be to 
increase the number of women and minorities working for the Town and 
ultimately achieve "parity". 


As chairperson for the Fair Housing Committee, the Affirmative 
Action Officer helped coordinate three free seminars for rental- 
property owners. The seminars addressed screening and selecting ten- 
ants, fair housing laws, terms of tenancy, security deposits, and 
various other topics. 


The Affirmative Action Officer also performed the duties of the 
Contract Compliance Officer, and was responsible for effectively moni- 
toring and enforcing the Town's’ equal employment opportunity, 
affirmative action policy and goals as required by the state and Fed- 
eral government in order to receive financial assistance from them. In 
addition to site visits, all prime and sub-contractors file weekly 
reports with the Affirmative Action Officer, indicating the number of 
persons employed in each skill category, the number of minorities and 
females employed, and the percentage of hours worked by them. 


The Affirmative Action Officer must analyze and compile three sep- 
arate quarterly reports which is submitted to the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination (MCAD), every three months. In addi- 
tion a 13 page Federal report is submitted annually to the Federal 
Government. 


The Affirmative Action Officer represents the Town on the Cape & 
Islands Advisory Council for the Massachusetts Commission Against Dis-— 
crimination; she is on the Board of Directors of the Falmouth Housing 
Trust, a member of the NAACP, and the Falmouth Committee for Racial 
Equality. She also represents the Town on the school Affirmative 
Action Committee. In addition, she chairs the Town's Fair Housing Com- 
mittee and Affirmative Action Committee. 


To sum up much work has been done, and much remains to be done, in 
order to effectively implement the Town's Affirmative Action Plan. 


I would like to thank the citizens and officials of the Town for 
their continued support, involvement and cooperation.

The 1987 summer season will undeniably be remembered for its  con- 
tinuous warm breezes and endless sunny days. The employees with great 
enthusiasm which shone through in all of their works. It seems as if 
the weather was just an added plus to what proved to be another suc-— 
cessful season in which our department was able to provide beach goers 
with a safe, clean, and relaxing environment. 


Nature presented the committee with a severely damaged Chapoquoit 
Beach at the beginning of the 1987 season. But, thanks to the hard 
work and dedication of our employees and the assistance of the Finance 
Committee, the Board of Selectmen, and the Department of Public Works, 
Chapoquoit Beach was restored to its normal, beautiful state. As we 
know, Chapoquoit Beach has an intoxicating charm that lures many visi- 
tors to its sands and has proven to be a great asset to the Falmouth 
Beaches. 


The 1987 summer season also saw the end of‘a "two year" sticker. 
In the course of two (2) seasons, our staff issued over 20,000 resi- 
dent/taxpayer stickers. This is yet another sign of the increasing 
population of our town and the ever-growing need for plentiful park- 
ing, clean facilities, and safe and enthralling beaches. 


Sixteen (16) of our lifeguards were chosen to represent’ the 
Falmouth Beach Committee at the Nauset Lifesaving Competition which 
was held at Craigville Beach. These lifeguards competed against guards 
from other beaches in New England in events including swiming, board 
rescues, torp rescues and relays. Not only did they return to Falmouth 
with a second place finish overall, but they brought back an air of 
pride and determination to and for their fellow employees. 


The Annual Swim Meet was held at the Massachusetts Maritime Aca- 
demy pool and was once again a great success. The event was held 
before a standing room only crowd of anxiety ridden youths, proud and 
beaming parents, and excited teachers and friend. As always, each 
beach was well represented by team members, but of course, only one 
team could be the champions. This years winner were from Falmouth 
Heights and Megansett Beach. 


In closing, I would like to take the opportunity to than a number 
_of individuals and departments that have provided us with an incredi- 
ble amount of assistance and guidance. Our thanks to the Finance 
Committee for their understand, the Board of Selectmen for their con- 
tinued cooperation, the Department of Public Works for their patience 
and technical input, the Conservation Commission with whom we share a 
common interest in environmentally sound beaches, and to our entire 
staff who have worked countless hours to assure that each visitor had 
the opportunity to enjoy themselves on our beaches.

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WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


The year 1987 saw the usage of the facilities under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Waterways Committee strained to the breaking point with 
little let up seen in the future. The Winter of 87-88 saw the comple- 
tion of the rebuilding of the Megansett and West Falmouth Town Docks. 
This was done through Town Meeting appropriations and the use of the 
Boat Excise Tax. Engineering nears completion on Little Harbor, Quis- 
sett and the bulkheads in the Inner Harbor which contribute 90% of the 
Waterways income. The Town has filed an application under the Coastal 
Facility Improvement Program for the rebuilding of the Tides, 
Simpson's Landing, Main Marina and Davis Marine bulkheads which were 
constructed in the early and mid fifties and expansion of the Marina 
building which serves the Marina and the general public enjoying Bige- 
low Marine Park and the activities at the Bandshell. We should hear by 
mid September 1988 as to our success in this grant program which pro- 
vides 50% against a projected cost of $2,000,000.00. 


The Woods Hole Town Dock repairs have stalled at a State level 
because of budgetary problems but this is expected to be resolved in 
September 1988. 


The joint dredging project with the Town of Bourne at Megansett 
also awaits funding approval as does funding for the much needed 
dredging of the channel at Eel Pond Menauhant. 


Income for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1988 was $272,301.85 
against an operating budget of $37,447.00 once again showing that the 
boating public continues to pay their way and also contribute greatly 
to the economy of the Town. 


The Committee once again thanks the other town departments for 
their assistance throughout the year.

HARBOR MASTER DEPARTMENT 


The demands on the Department continue to increase in assistance 
to the general public and to the Waterways Committee for which the 
Department operates the Town Marina and oversees the maintenance of 
the various facilities and dredging projects owned or contracted for. 


The requests for docks and work in the Wetlands has increased 
greatly the number of inspections for the Board of Selectmen. 


The addition of a summer assistant harbor master dedicated to the 
inspection of moorings and the video recording of boats in slips and 
on moorings was successful in the summer of 1987 in the increased Boat 
Excise Tax collection for the Tax Collector and Board of Assessors. 
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As stated in past reports the harbors are bursting at the seams 
with over 3186 moorings and a waiting list for moorings of 313 anda 
slip waiting list at the Main Marina of 121. 


The boating population at moorings, town and boatyard marinas, and 
private docks is estimated to be 5096, not counting boats trailered to 
the water by residents of the Town and visitors to the area who have 
also brought their boats on trailers. Falmouth Inner Harbor alone is 
home to 561 boats ranging in size from 17 feet to 88 feet not counting 
the 120 foot Island Queen. 


The requests for additional patrols by the public of their harbors 
is at the present time beyond the capacity of the 2 full time and 1 
summer paid harbor masters. This problem will be addressed once again 
in funding requests at the annual budget hearings.

DATA PROCESSING 


For the Data Processing Department fiscal 1988 has been a year of 
many software enhancements and installations. 


1. <A system for automatically scanning and posting remittance of 
tax and excise bills was completed. Scannable characters were printed 
on all bills, scanners were installed and programs written to create 
deposit slips and post payments to the appropriate files. 

2. <A voting tallying system was installed using card readers and 
sophisticated programs. Two elections were processed this way with 
excellent results in terms of speed, accuracy and reporting. 

3. A new accounting system was installed for the beginning of 
fiscal year 1989 and has been successful to date. The software was 
purchased from MUNIS but all the programs had to be converted to our 
COBOL-81, a three-month two-man job. 

4. COBOL-81 was installed for use in the Accounting System and 
for future computer conversion. 

5. Installation of a Vaxmate PC for the retirement office with 
payroll system interface. 

6. Most phases of Precinct Redistricting were done on the compu— 
ter with the help of in-house programs for planning, changing and 
reporting. 

7. Many programs were written to help the auditors (a) for the 
tax and excise collection systems and (b) for check reconcilliation 
and balancing in the Treasurer's office. 

8. A technique of sharing files was added to most programs in the 
tax collection and assessors departments to allow multiple access to 
most files. 

9. A considerable amount of effort has been made in the research-— 
ing and planning for a larger town computer. The increased computer 
usage has resulted in periods of slow-down. Also we are no longer able 
to add any more ports or terminals. Through a year long expert aided 
study we have selected a Digital VAX 6210 as the best upgrade CPU for 
town. Although it will require a huge conversion effort on the part of 
the data processing department, we believe it will be the best long 
term solution. 
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FUTURE 


Our plans for fiscal 1989 include: 
1. Continued conversion and preparation for our new computer. 
2. Completion of the new Accounting System. 
3. Installation of a Payroll and possible Personnel System. 
4. Scannable Water and Boat Bills.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


Enclosed herewith is the 28th report of the Falmouth Department of 
Public Works., The report covers the operations of the Department for 
the period July 1, 1987 through June 30, 1988 and includes the indivi- 
dual reports of the Director, Engineering Division, Highway Division, 
Tree Warden, Parks, School Grounds Division and Water and Sewer Divi- 
sion. 


A Road Bond issue was approved at the Annual Town Meeting and also 
passed by a wide margin on the May election ballot. This referendum 
approved four million dollars for major road improvements to be under-— 
taken over the next three years. This bond issue is in addition to the 
on going program of street resurfacing and improvements. 


The 3.5 million dollar bond issue passed in 1985 is nearing to a 
close with the last contracts to be constructed in the Fall of 1988. 


Mr. Manuel Rapoza was elected Chairman of the Board in May 1988 
and Mr. Richard Bennett was elected Vice Chairman. Mr. John S. Elliott 
was re-elected to a three year term on the Board. The Board wishes to 
thank the Director and Division Heads for their cooperation during the 
past year.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
ROADS 


The dominant scene this fiscal year was the passage of a four mil- 
lion dollar road bond issue in May 1988 for rebuilding twelve major 
town roads comprising 17.1 miles. This project is expected to be built 
over three years and work commenced in June 1988 on Sandwich Road from 
Route 151 north to the Mashpee Town Line. The DPW is acting as general 
contractor for the work, drawing on material suppliers for major items 
of work, such as paving. 


The program of local Town roads continued. Major roads such as Elm 
Road, Old Barnstable Road, Currier Road, and a group of seven roads in 
North Falmouth were completed. A total of approximately 12,000 tons of 
bituminous concrete was placed covering 7.5 miles of Town roads. 


Other major projects completed were the installation of drainage 
and re-building of Wright street and Little Island Road and the re- 
alignment of the Maravista Avenue Extension/Homestead Lane/Heritage 
Circle intersection with Route 28. 
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BRIDGES 
The final design for the replacement of the Nashawena Street was 
completed along with obtaining the necessary environmental permits. 
Application for construction funding was made to the State DPW and has 
been approved using Federal Aid Off-System funds. The design is now 
awaiting Federal approval. 


Two preliminary design reports were submitted to the State DPW for 
their review and comment. The reports offered two design concepts - 
complete replacement or rehiblitation of the existing structure. We 
are waiting for the State's comments. 


SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 
The Disposal Area operation continued under operation with Cash 
Landfill Corp. The Fiscal Year 1988 contract was for $154,000.00. 
Volume consumed refuse and cover fill in the landfill for the calendar 
1987 was 88,071 cubic yards, a decrease of 34 per cent. Total tonnage 
received for calendar 1987 was 45,800 tons, including brush and demo- 
lition. 


Design for the Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station at Otis was 
completed and bids for the construction were opened on April 27, 1988. 
Award of the contract was made to Sciaba Construction Corp. for $1, 
542,000.00. Completion is scheduled in FY '89. 


The Department has experienced a busy year and anticipate an even 
busier year ahead with the major roadwork being undertaken. I wish to 
thank all Division heads and the staff for their co-operation this 
past year and the Commissioners of Public Works for their support of 
various programs. I also wish to thank the Finance Committee for their 
continued support of department projects and the continued updating of 
equipment and vehicles.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


Inspection and supervision of various streets, resurfaced 
under resurfacing accounts, were provided by this office. 


The assessors maps were brought up to date as of January l, 
1988 and a good start has been made in plotting 1988 deeds and plans. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests’ by 
other divisions, departments, committees and individuals have been 
answered and/or complied with. Most of these are the daily inspections 
in the field for the Planning Board to make sure the road construction 
and drainage in subdivisions comply with Town and Planning Board regu- 
lations. As of July 1, 1988, there were about 62 such ways still under 
construction. 
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Surveys, Designs, plans, specifications and inspections were made 
and or started on the following road improvements during the past year 
of 1988. 


1. Homestead Lane, Heritage Circle intersection with Rt. 28 at 
Maravista Avenue extension. 

2. Currier Road from Ashumet Road to Sandwich Road 5,540 ft. 

3. Old Barnstable Road from Old Meeting House Road to Carriage 
Shop Road 6,600 ft. 

4. John Parker Road 2,066 ft. to Sandwich Road, plans and design 
only. 

5. Wright Street, Little Island Road and Quaker Road 3,000 ft. 
drainage and road improvements. 

6. Sandwich Road from Route 151 to Mashpee Town Line 5,400 ft. 

7. Brick Kiln Road from Sandwich Road westerly to Route 28 10,255 
ft. (limited access highway). 

8. Central Avenue from Route 28 to Menauhant Road 10,100 ft. 


During the year, on a daily basis, information is provided to sur- 
veyors and engineers on road layouts, subdivision plans, topographic 
maps and bench marks for their use in preparing subdivisions and plot 
plans for building permits, etc. In addition there are numerous calls 
from banks, insurance companies and lawyers for information on the 
flood plain maps.

TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 


TREE PLANTING 
April 29th, Arbor Day, was celebrated with the Allenby Tree Cor- 
poration donating two 12" caliper little leaf Linden trees and 
planting with their tree planting equipment at Town Hall Square. 
Along with these beautiful species, 1,000 tulip trees were handed out 
to the general public and students of the fourth and fifth grades from 
the school system. 


Many large holly trees were transplanted this year to public prop- 
erties. The Lawrence School received five mature hollies from the 
Hunziker Estate of Emmons Road. Four large hollies were transplanted 
to Goodwill Park and a total of eight large crab trees were transplan- 
ted from the Recreational Center to the same area. 


INSECT PEST CONTROL 
With the decline in Gypsy moth populations, a similar tree 
defoliator, the crankworm, stripped portions of Woods Hole, Sippewis-— 
sett, Quissett and Oyster Pond areas of Town. The State estimated that 
1,500 acres were severly defoliated. Areas of building populations are 
Pinecrest Beach, North Falmouth and Route 28, Braeside Drive areas. 
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Dutch Elm disease in comparison with past years, is down and is 
attributed to a fairly dry spring and early summer. 


PARKS 
Goodwill Park saw major capital improvements. A precast concrete 
bath house arrived in June and was on line by the end of the month. A 
new septic system was also installed. 


Nye Park received a playground apparatus financed by the North 
Falmouth Village Association in December. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS 
Town meeting approved funds for the construction of an athletic 
field at Falmouth High School. The low bidder was Bonito Construction 
and excavation was started in June and is scheduled for seeding in 
September. 


Another two parking lots were built at the high school to accomo- 
date the over-crowded parking situation. 


The soccer field at the Lawrence School and the hockey field at 
the high school received major improvements. Approximately 600 yards 
of screened, top dress loam were spread and seeded on each field. 


FORESTRY 

A large selective harvest was done in the Norway spruce stand at 
Goodwill Park. A total of 22,210 board feet was sold to the Canadian 
Buyer, J. Albert Poulin of Lac Drolet, Quebec. The average price per 
thousand board foot was $137.41 for a total profit of $3,023.60 that 
was turned into the Town's general fund. Approximately 3,000 cubic 
yards of wood chips were also produced from the cull trees and tops to 
be used for roadside and landscape purposes for the D.P.W.

HIGHWAY AND BRIDGE DIVISION 


In 1988, the Highway and Bridge Division was kept busy with annual 
maintenance projects and major road rebuilding projects. Routine main- 
tenance tasks, such as street sweeping, patching, roadside mowing, 
street and traffic sign repair and installation, grading dirt roads, 
drainage basin cleaning, street marking, and various other projects 
were performed throughout the year. 


In 87-88 winter started off with early heavy snowfalls, but after 
mid January snow storm deposits dropped significantly. The lighter 
snowfalls still necessitated continued use of sand and salt and _ the 
department used a total of 902 tons of salt for the winter. 
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The Commissioners approved an approximate 10 per cent increase in 
truck rental rates for private contractors in order to stay competi- 
tive with adjacent Town's. The DPW's winter fleet was supplemented 
with twenty-eight private plows. 


The Department added a considerable amount of capital equipment in 
its continued program to replace worn and deteriorated units. 
Purchases included three 32,000 GVW dump trucks, two four door sedans, 
three 4,000 GVW pickup trucks, one four wheel drive, one ton truck, 
one sweeper, one brush chipper, one sander, and one three-quarter ton 
van. 


Other annual maintenance projects were: 
~ intared patching —ld,244+ 50eLlt, UramCost OL) b29. 240, 
- Street Painting - 57 miles. 
- Drainage leaching basins at various locations in Town. 
- Repair and installation of new guard rails at various locations. 
- Resurfacing of sidewalks on Route 28 in East Falmouth. 
- Cleaning herring river outlets to Vineyard Sound. 


I would like to take this time to thank all DPW employees’ for 
their co-operation throughout the year and for their help in making 
this a successful year.

WATER AND SEWER DIVISION — FALMOUTH WATER SYSTEM 


Once again the Falmouth water system continued to expand during 
1987 with a total of 11 miles of new water mains, 182 new fire 
hydrants and 824 new water service connections added to the system. 


Town water was installed to many new subdivisions throughout’ the 
Town and to the Edmar Estates subdivision. Water main reinforcement 
lines were installed in Blacksmith Shop Road, Fire Tower Road, Thomas 
Landers Road and Old Barnstable Road. The Coonamessett Well was con- 
structed and the well pump house will be completed during 1988. 


During 1987, the Groundwater Management Plan was completed by Camp 
Dresser and McKee of Boston and provides a master plan for providing 
water to the Town of Falmouth through the year 2020. The principal 
source of water supply during this period will be Long Pond Reservoir. 
Additional water needs will be met with the construction of wells on a 
schedule defined in this report. 


The Town is advised that Congress has passed the "Safe Drinking Water 
Act Amendments of 1986" with extensive new regulations and programs 
that will result in costly compliance measures by water departments. 
During 1987 and 1988 the implementation of the regulations will be 
reflected in additional Water Division expenditures and funding requi- 
rements. 
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FALMOUTH SEWER SYSTEM 


The Falmouth Wastewater Treatment Facility completed the first 
full year of operation during 1987 and has operated well during this 
period. As of the end of 1987, the Town has yet to receive the Dis- 
charge Permit Amendment to allow operation of the spray irrigation 
system. The discharge permit for spray irrigation is expected to be 
issued during 1988.

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STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


This is my 26th consecutive Annual Report to the Citizens of Fal- 
mouth as the Town's representative on the three person policy setting 
board of the Woods Hole, Martha's Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship 
Authority. 


My appreciation goes to the present Board of Selectmen (Ms. Val- 
ijela and Messrs. Labossiere and Armstrong) with whom I attempt to keep 
in constant contact (busy schedules permitting). We work and plan _ to 
keep the Steamship Authority an unquestioned net asset to the Falmouth 
community. 


For once I won't go into a lot of economics. The Falmouth Chamber 
of Commerce can probably tell all of us how great a net asset the 
Authority is to Falmouth, and has been over the past 25 years. 


Most Authority employees can tell us also, for it is their pay- 
checks that a good portion of our Town's tax income is derived. 


The Authority's purchase of goods and services give further 
positive charge to Falmouth's economy and Authority payments over the 
years to the Falmouth Youth Hockey League and helped league officials 
provide our youth with sports as a stimulant. 


A year ago I wrote that "crucial decisions are immediately ahead 
and that, by working together, we can overcome problems that exasper-— 
ate citizens who seem to lease must of their Town to tourists in the 
summer months." 


First, let's look at the fact that another year (25 consecutive 
years since 1963) has passed since the Authority suffered an operating 
loss that Falmouth Taxpayers (by law) would have had to make up 
through their taxes. 


Up to 1963, a year didn't pass, but Falmouth taxpayers had to help 
bail the Authority our of its financial losses. Successful operation 
in not taken for granted. But it should not be forgotten that the 
Authority once was a financial burden. Nor should it be overlooked 
that most transportation entities must be subsidized heavily by local 
taxpayers. 


Here, We're lucky and envied by most communities. 
With success come problems —- problems to the Authority (pressured 
by the public to provide even more service services) and problems to 


our Falmouth-Woods Hole community because of the summertime numbers of 
travellers and their vehicles. 
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Every town and village on Cape Cod groans under the pressure of 
public popularity - even towns and villages distant from any ferry 
terminal. If the Steamship Authority didn't exist at Woods Hole, the 
Upper Cape still wouldn't be all serenity, empty streets, rolling pas-— 
ture land. Those who think so can dream on. 


The calm days of 1958 are 30 years gone and we must face the 
challenge of the present and the future. No one needs a passport and 
visa to get to Cape Cod. 


That is why it's so important, to work together, to soften the 
impact of inevitable change, increasing population pressure. The Board 
of Selectmen understand this fact of life and we are working together. 


We're fortunate in having friendly, equally deeply concerned 
Martha's Vineyard officials as our neighbor. With Robert Stutz, the 
Vineyard Member on the Authority board, I have done my utmost to keep 
our community close to the Vineyard so that, together, we can pursue 
answers to mutual problems of overcrowdedness in the summer months. 


We are fortunate, too, in now having Captain Barry O. Fuller as 
General Manger. A position he assumed only three months age. He is 
sympathetic to the problems of our Towns and has quickly tuned himself 
in on Falmouth's and Woods Hole's problems. He has shown the courage 
to go after answers. 


At this writing in mid-August, the Steamship Authority's entire 
parking and traffic control systems verge on dramatic change. This is 
something I can't write about at this time because firm decisions have 
yet to be made and we have yet to obtain the myriad if State licenses 
and conservation commission approvals to proceed. 


A year from how I hope to report that today's daring planning has 
faced up to the challenge of growth control.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority was formed in 1948 to support local 
affordable housing initiatives to assist in providing needed rental 
housing opportunities with the Support of the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of Communi- 
ties and Development (EOCD). The policy of the Falmouth Housing 
Authority is to operate low rent Elderly and Family housing, to deter- 
mine and establish eligibility and rent requirements and to provide 
decent, safe, and _ sanitary housing. To accomplish this task the 
Authority employes 14 personnel. 
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The Board of Commissioners consists of 5 members, one appointed 
and 4 elected. They are required by law to make policy decisions on 
current and future programs, to determine how they are to be administ- 
ered, and to obtain and protect monies needed to keep them operating. 
The Authority is a public corporation on which commissioners serve as 
governing directors. 


On June 15, 1988 Ms. Amy S. Anthony, Secretary of the Executive 
Office of Communities and Development informed the Housing Authority 
that a planning grant was authorized to identify 12 condominiums or 
sites for at least 12 units of family housing under Chapter 705 pro- 
gram and 30 elderly units under Chapter 667 Program and a 10 person 
residence for the mentally ill under the Chapter 689 Program. 


FAMILY HOUSING 
Twenty five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by the 
Authority. All homes are occupied. Rental payments are 17% of gross 
income after deductions. 


The Authority is authorized to subsidize 472 private dwellings for 
very low income families in Falmouth; 180 state funded; 292 federally 
funded. Dwellings must meet the State Sanitary Code requirements and 
the monthly rental must be within the established fair market rent. 


Families are responsible for locating the dwelling and leases are 
executed by the family and owner. The family's rental contribution is 
25% of net income for state subsidized dwellings after deductions and 
30Z of gross income for federally subsidized after deductions. The 
Authority executes a subsidy contract with the owner for the differ- 
ence between the family's contribution and the full contract rent. 
Residents have priority on the state list. There is no residence 
priority on the federal waiting list.

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UPPER CAPE COD REGIONAL VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


The Committee reorganized at its June meeting. Robert T. Joy of 
Wareham was elected as Chairperson, Kim Carman of Wareham was elected 
Vice-Chairperson, David P. Sampson was elected Secretary, and Kim 
Carman of Wareham was re-appointed as Treasurer. Lynda Aveiro of Ware- 
ham served as the Student representative to the School Committee for 
1987-1988. 


In April, the School Committee was saddened by the passing away of 
John Pimental, long time Falmouth representative to the Committee. 
John Elliott was appointed by the Falmouth Selectmen and Falmouth 
School Committee to fill the remaining term of office. 


The final payment of the school's construction bond issue occurred 
November 1987. The school is now debt free. 


A fiscal 1986 financial audit was conducted during the summer of 
1987 and report presented to the School Committee in August. A Chapter 
74 Monitoring Visit was performed in March by the Department of Educ- 
ation, as well as an Applied Mathematics Review. Recommendations of 
both review teams have been given consideration and implemented where 
appropriate. 


A video presentation, funded through a Carl Perkins Grant, was 
completed during the summer months, and used extensively throughout 
the year as an informational resource in presentations to Grades 7 and 
8 students, and for various community presentations of school informa-— 
tion. 


The Upper Cape Cod Regional Alumni Association held its first 
reunion in July 1988. Other student functions included the Travel Club 
trip to Europe during April vacation; Culinary Arts Department parti- 
cipation in the Massachusetts Association of School Committees "Day on 
the Hill" buffet luncheon, "Open House" in February, Career Awareness 
Day's held at Old Rochester Regional School and Lawrence School in 
Falmouth, the newly formed VICA Club participation at the State Compe- 
tition, and expanded extra curricular, athletic, and cultural 
awareness programs for the students during the school year. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional continued to offer a variety of extended 
day programs through partnership with the University of Massachusetts 
Boston, Northeastern University, Massachusetts Department of Educ- 
ation, Migrant Workers Program, Department of Youth Services, and the 
Office of Job Partnerships. Expanded programs will include offerings 
with Cape Cod Community College and Kinyan-Campbell Business School 
during the 1988-1989 school year. 


The Upper Cape Cod Regional Workplace program has been designated 
as a model program in the state by the Massachusetts Department of 
Education. 
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The Science Department has completed the second year phase-in of 
the Principals of Technology curriculum and the school has been selec- 
ted to pilot test an Applied Mathematics Program as well. We have 
added a new Health Curriculum incorporation with the Physical Educ- 
ation Program. 


The primary vocational project completed this year was. the 
building of a Golf Club House for Otis ANG Base. 


New equipment installed includes cutterhead replacement in _ the 
Carpentry Department funded through a Carl Perkins grant, Auto Body 
Frame Measuring Equipment, a call fire box linking the school directly 
to the Bourne Fire Department, and extensive refurbishing of assorted 
existing building and instructional equipment. 


Completion of the widening of the road at the entrance to’ school, 
and anew school sign constructed by Upper Cape Cod regional students 
occurred during the summer of 1988. these much needed improvements 
will help to alleviate the traffic congestion, and improve safety at 
the entrance to the school. 


A new Operating Budget for 1988-1989 of $1,949,199.00 and a New 
Capital Budget of $125,000 was adopted by the school committee and 
approved by the five sending towns. 


In addition to local funding, the school has received approxima- 
tely $148,900 through Chapter 188 funding, $77,991 Carl Perkins P.L. 
98-524 funding; $49,160 Chapter 1 funding; $34,715 Special Needs P.L. 
94-142, and other miscellaneous state grants totaling approximately 
$63,900. 


We welcome input from the community at large regarding the devel- 
opment and operation of the schools' programs and service. We also 
invite you to visit the school and become aware of the opportunities 
it offers. 


The Regional; School District Committee extends it appreciation to 
the several advisory board which assist us in making educational deci- 
sions,. various town and school officials who support our efforts, and 
the Administration and other school employees who continue to make 
Upper Cape Cod Regional a successful educational institution.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The 1987-1988 academic year for the staff and students of the Falmouth 
Public Schools was successful and stimulating. The dedicated staff of 
approximately six hundred people put their best efforts forth to provide the 
students with a challenging, high-quality educational program. 


The school community was excited and very appreciative of the vote by 
Town Meeting Members and the voters in the May election for the new additions 
and renovations to the North Falmouth and East Falmouth elementary schools. 
The effort put forth by the Parent Teacher Organizations of both schools, the 
staff, and other community members resulted in a positive outcome. Five 
million dollars was approved for the project which hopefully will get underway 
in late 1989. The Selectmen approved a School Building Committee with the 
following membership: Richard Armstrong, Chairman; Debra Hitchings, 
Vice-Chairman; Valerie Saffron, Secretary; Robert V. Antonucci, Superintendent 
of Schools; George DeMello, Finance Committee Representative; Patricia Davis, 
community member at large; and William Vieira, community member at large. 


The School Building Committee began meeting immediately after the Town 
Election to begin work on the project. The Architect selected was Todd 
Lee/Clark/Rozas Associates Incorporated of Boston. We are pleased to know the 
space problem at the elementary schools will be resolved in the near future. 


During the school year, a number of staff changes occurred due to 
retirements and resignations. Four new principals were appointed by the School 
Committee. These included: Thomas Forcella, Principal of Falmouth High School; 
Joseph Leary, Principal of North Falmouth Elementary School; Barbara Francis, 
Principal of East Falmouth Elementary School; and Diane  Hoppensteadt, 
Principal of Morse Pond School. Dr. Peter Clark who had served as Principal of 
Falmouth High School, was promoted to the position of Assistant Superintendent 
of Schools. In addition, Douglas White was appointed House Administrator at 
Falmouth High School. The year also saw the largest number of new teachers 
joining the system since 1980. Thirty-eight new teachers were appointed and 
began work in September of 1987. The group represented a variety of academic 
backgrounds and experiences, and were considered "tops" in their field. 


Teachers retiring after many years of dedicated service to the system 
included: Miriam Dubuque, East Falmouth School; Robert Heath, Morse Pond 
School; Brona Sachs, Teaticket School; and Robert Pickle, Falmouth High 
School. Members of the support staff who retired after serving in the system 
included: Mary Flynn, Secretary to the Superintendent of Schools; Virginia 
Mandigo, Food Service/Transportation Secretary; Dr. Hazel Wilhelm, School 
Physician; Mae Jordan, Food Service Manager at Falmouth High School; Gertrude 
Fellows, Teacher Assistant, Teaticket School; John Kleinot, Teacher Assistant, 
Lawrence School; and George Hemenway, Crossing Guard. 


Each year at the opening of school convocation for all staff members, the 
Superintendent's Awards for Distinguished Service are presented. The award is 
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given for exemplary service, personal contributions and dedication to _ the 
Falmouth educational community. The awards were presented to Elizabeth 
McIntosh, Kindergarten Teacher at Mullen-Hall School; Susan Gonye, Spanish 
Teacher at Lawrence School; Joseph Studley, Music Teacher at Falmouth High 
School; Edmund Pimental, Custodian at Teaticket School; and John Kleinot, 
Teacher Assistant at Lawrence School. 


Each school had many exciting activities, programs and accomplishments 
during the school year. Provided as part of this report are brief summaries of 
the activities at each school. 


Falmouth High School - Falmouth High School completed a year of transition and 
assessment during 1987-1988. The faculty completed a successful transition to 
a new principal and made plans for several changes which are to be implemented 
during the 1988-1989 school year. The major changes planned were the new 
Discipline and Attendance Policy, as well as a restructuring of the House 
Administrators' role and physical location within the school. Plans were also 
made to create more physical teaching space, with the idea of getting teachers 
into permanent classroom locations. 


Two highlights of the year were the work of the Student Assistance Team and 
the formation of a Falmouth High School Parent Group. The Student Assistance 
Team, with the help of several volunteer teachers, was able to offer 
assistance to over seventy students who were experiencing problems with 
academics, family relations, drugs, alcohol or other teenage issues. The newly 
formed Parent Group attracted up to seventy parents on a monthly basis to the 
high school. The group discussed items related to curriculum and offered 
feedback to the faculty regarding school policies and initiatives. 


The graduating class of 1988 fared well as the following statistics reveal:

Seventy-six percent of the graduating class are planning on continuing their 
education. 


With the 1987-1988 school year behind them, the staff at the high school is 
extremely enthusiastic and excited about implementing the new initiatives and 
programs during the 1988-1989 school year. 


Lawrence School - The Lawrence School has begun a year-long study of 
alternatives to a traditional junior high program. This planning period will 
continue during the next year until implementation, which is scheduled for the 
1989-1990 school year. The school staff is seeking ways in which the school 
environment and academic programs can better serve the middle level students 
by recognizing and providing for their unique educational needs. 


Morse Pond School - The Morse Pond School community of students, staff and 


parents had many exciting learning experiences during the 1987-1988 school 
year. Some of the after-school and weekend activities included: publishing of 
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three issues of the Morse Code under the sponsorship of the newly formed 
parent/teacher group; fifth grade sundae and entertainment evening; sixth 
grade cookout and sporting event; as well as art, science, math and _ spelling 
activities and theatrical, talent and musical performances. Fifth grade 
students continue the experience of their three day trips to the National 
Seashore. All sixth graders enriched their science and writing experiences 
with a whale watching trip. Staff development focused on the reading program, 
process writing, use of math manipulation in teaching math, and the transition 
from self-contained, heterogenous classrooms to teaming situations for our 
fifth and sixth grades. With the new health program in place, all classes met 
once a week to discuss health related issues with the health teacher. The 
School Improvement Committee met four times throughout the year to establish 
needs and goals, and allocate funds. This was accomplished, keeping in mind 
the increasing student population and how these funds would best serve the 
whole Morse Pond community. 


The remodeled reception area is indicative of the open, exciting, learning 
environment which is pervasive at Morse Pond School. 


Mullen-Hall - The past school year at Mullen-Hall was one that included a 
significant increase in the student population, the productive use of new 
state funding of educationally oriented programs, the successful 
implementation of several grade level educational programs, and the initial 
stages of a self evaluation of the total educational process. Peak enrollment 
of 582 students necessitated the addition of another section of Kindergarten 
in September 1987, as well as the preparation for two additional classrooms in 
the Hall building for September 1988. Using funds allocated under the 
Educational Improvement Act, the School Improvement Council sponsored a series 
of performing arts programs, a series of authors speaking to children in three 
grades, and science enrichment programs for all the children. Five staff 
members were+ funded as Horace Mann Scholars under Chapter 188 to help other 
staff members in process writing, classroom management, and mathematics. 
Enrichment programs which were formalized for the children after being piloted 
the previous year, included word processing and computer assisted designing 
for fourth graders, and exposure of our second graders to the world of the 
handicapped. The accreditation process of the New egland Association of 
Schools and Colleges began with two groups of parents and staff creating a 
school philosophy, a set of school objectives and a community and_ school 
report. As the year ended, students, staff and parents looked back on a year 
full of educational experiences that helped each child take another’ step 
toward the ultimate goal of becoming a life long learner. 


North Falmouth School - The student population of the North Falmouth School 
reached an all time high of 330 students. The addition of two portable 
classrooms allowed "business as usual" and provided a comfortable setting for 
a variety of student success stories. 


The work of young authors involved in process writing lined the _ school 


hallways. The one hundredth day of school saw students' creativity expressed 
in various ways. Students celebrated their reading skills by participating in 
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the Partners for Excellence Read-A-Thon and the Great Books program. Classes 
continued to take advantage of local resources such as_ the Woods Hole 
Aquarium, the Cape Cod Canal and the New Alchemy Institute, just to mention a 
few. Classes participated in musical performances throughout the year and the 
end of the year awards ceremony recognized a number of individuals for 
outstanding achievements. 


East Falmouth School - The East Falmouth School had a busy and_ productive 
year. A great deal of effort and enthusiasm were put into implementing the 
curricula which has been developed over the last several years. 


Our reading program was enhanced by the Reading is Fundamental (RIF) program 
and the nationally validated "Books and Beyond" program, which were strongly 
supported by the PTO, parents, teachers and students. Some of our fourth 
graders participated in the "Science by Mail" program, while others took part 
in the pilot school garden project, an extension of the activities at New 
Alchemy. Three of our third grade students were involved in the pilot program 
to study the Waquoit Bay Estuary. Thirteen classes submitted projects to the 
Science Fair, some with help from our high school students. Our students also 
took part in the Continental Math League and won a close contest in the fourth 
grade Spelling Bee. The annual All Kids Craft Fair in December and the 
Nutrition Fair in March were once again successful events. In addition to the 
ongoing after school sports and instrumental lessons, Creative Drama, 
Environmental Art and writing activities were offered. 


A book fair and school spirit T-shirt sale were successful efforts of the 
P.T.0. The institution of a Latch Key program helped parents with child care. 
Our school continued to be used for voting, scout troop and 4-H group 
meetings, and for sports activities in the evenings. 


Teaticket School —- The Teaticket School continues to grow in pupil enrollment. 
With a total of 511 students, we were forced to add another grade one 
classroom, increasing our total to six first grade classes. 


The second year of our Developmental First Grade program has reinforced the 
feelings of staff and parents of the need and success it brings to many of our 
students. Our school counseling service, also in its second year, continues to 
be a valuable service to students, parents and staff. Eighty-one pupils were 
seen on an individual basis or in small groups, and parents of all children 
were involved in the process. Sixteen parents completed two seven week courses 
on active Parenting Skills. Helping both parents and pupils adjust to the many 
challenges presented by society today is vital to success in school. 


The school system Performing Arts Council was instrumental in bringing many 
rewarding programs to our pupils. Ballet, multi-ethnic entertainers, music and 


humor were all profitable additions to our school year for the students. 


The staff continued to attend workshops, national conferences, and systemwide 
in-services, and implement the materials and methods into the curriculum. 
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Our rewards were seeing students enjoy school as_ they’ learned. An 
"Appreciation Breakfast" was given to all staff to help us celebrate our 
efforts to this goal. 


We appreciate the support the Town continues to provide for the Public 
Schools. Our pledge is to always do our very best for the students, parents 
and community we serve. Accomplishments made during this past year were a 
result of the cooperative spirit exhibited by the entire town. It is my 
pleasure to once again, on behalf of the staff and students, extend my sincere 
appreciation and thanks to all for their assistance. May you have peace, 
prosperity and happiness in the future.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee had a most rewarding and successful year. Efforts 
continued to focus on providing for the educational needs of Falmouth children. 


Regular meetings of the Committee were held on the second and fourth 
Tuesdays of each month. Special meetings of the whole group, as well as meetings 
of various sub-committees, were held frequently. 


At the Annual Town Election held on May. 17, 1988, John A. DeMello, Susan 
Oleszko-Szuts and Douglas S. Souza were re-elected to serve another term on the 
School Committee. Richard S. Armstrong, Vice-Chairman of the School Committee, 
was elected to the position of Selectman for the Town of Falmouth. He formally 
resigned as a member of the School Committee at the May 23, 1988 meeting of the 
Committee. Mr. Thomas Danforth was elected by the School Committee members and 
Selectmen to serve Mr. Armstrong's unexpired term on the School Committee. 


Election of new officers, which normally takes place in May, was postponed 
until June pending the election of a new School Committee member to replace Mr. 
Armstrong. Elected as new officers were S. Eric Asendorf, Chairman; Susan 
Oleszko-Szuts, Vice Chairman; and Dorothy Hahn, Secretary. 


The Fiscal 1988 Budget submitted by the Committee and approved at the 
Annual Town Meeting totaled $15,087,840. The breakdown of categories follows:

At a Special Town Meeting held in October, additional funds totaling

voters in the May election of the much needed school building project. The five 
million dollar project is for additions to the East Falmouth and North Falmouth 
elementary schools. Construction is scheduled to begin in the Fall of 1988. 


The School Committee extends its sincere appreciation to the citizens of 
the Town for their continued support and assistance. We also express our 
congratulations to the staff and students for their contributions and many 
achievements. We are proud of our schools and take pride in all that has been 
done.

REPORT OF THE COLLECTOR 


During fiscal 1988 the Collector’s Office implemented the new system 
of scanning tax bills. The first bills available for scanning were 
the estimated tax bills issued in November 1987 followed by the 
motor vehicle excise bills issued in April 1988. The system is 
highly successful and makes it possible to credit every payment on 
the date of receipt. The system not only improves the Town’s cash 
flow but saves approximately $20,000 per year in bank charges for 
"lock box" processing. 


The Special Town Meeting in October 1987 adopted Chapter 41, Section 
38A, providing that the Collector of Taxes shall be known as the 
Town Collector and shall collect all accounts due the Town. During 
fiscal 1988, the Collector has been working with the Data Processing 
Department and the Water Department to transfer the responsibility 
of collecting water accounts from the Treasurer’s Office to the Col- 
lector’s Office and posting the water accounts with the new scanning 
system already in use for real estate, personal property and motor 
vehicle excise. It is anticipated that this transition will be com- 
plete in the fall of 1988. 


In May of 1988 the Collector’s Office began implementation of the 
new Town bylaw providing that persons who are delinquent for twelve 
months shall not receive licenses and privileges from the Town. The 
Data Processing Department produced a list of delinquents from the 
Collector’s records and made the list available to the Beach Commit-— 
tee. Our office received a great deal of cooperation from the Beach 
Committee who refused to grant beach stickers to persons on the del- 
inquent list. We received full payment from many of these 
delinquents as a result. 


Fiscal 1988 was the first full year in which the Collector’s Office 
issued our own warrants to collect delinquent taxes rather than 
turning over these accounts to the deputy collector from Duxbury. 
Not only was our collection record much improved, but the Town 
received the fees for the notice of warrant ($9.00 for each warrant 
Mailed). The total increase in fees from fiscal 1987 to fiscal 1988 
was $50,391. 


In April 1988 our office, along with the rest of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, was greatly saddened by the loss of our deputy collector, 
Elmer White. "Whitey" did an outstanding job as our deputy and we 
miss having him as a member of our staff! 


The Collector’s Office continues to receive a great deal of assis-— 
tance and cooperation from Data Processing, the Assessors Office and 
Engineering. Again in fiscal 1988 we were able to improve opera- 
tions through increased use of the Town’s computer. As our office, 
along with many others in the town government, continue to increase 
the reliance on the computer, we have experienced some serious proc-— 
essing delays which we hope will be eliminated by upgrading the 
Town’s computer to meet current needs.

The detailed financial statement of the tax office follows this 
report. Please note that the figures for fiscal 1988 real estate 
and personal property collected as of 6/30/88 represent only 24 days 
of the billing period because the commitment was not received from 
the assessors until 6/06/88, thus the balance figures are not repre- 
sentative of the actual collection effort for the second issue of 
fiscal 1988. Please note also that the 1988 Boat Commitment was not 
issued until after the end of fiscal 1988.

Section 1.2 The Selectmen shall give notice, or cause notice to be 
given, of every Annual Town Election by posting a copy of the Warrant 
therefor in every post office in the Town and by publishing ina 
newspaper printed in the Town at least seven (7) days prior to the time 
appointed for the opening of the Annual Town Election. 

Section 1.3 The Selectmen shall give notice, or cause notice to be 
given, by posting a copy of the Warrant therefor in every post office 
in the Town and by publishing in a newspaper printed in the Town at 
least seven (7) days prior to any Special Town Election, or do or take 
any other action in this matter. On request of the Town Clerk. 

VOTED: That the Town vote Article 66 as requested passed on Tuesday 
November 1,1988, a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
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ART: 67: To see if the Town will vote to amend Chapter VII of the 
Town’s general Bylaws entitled Dogs as follows: 
ADD: Section 4. KENNEL LICENSES 
4.1 Any owner or keeper of four or more dogs, three months of age or 
over, shall obtain a kennel license upon written application to the 
Town Clerk and approval of the Zoning Enforcement Officer and Zoning 
Board of Appeals. Kennel is defined as one pack or collection of four 
Or more dogs over the age of three months kept on a single premises, 
not to exceed six dogs. Hobby Kennel is defined as a kennel maintained 
for a collection of six to ten dogs or for breeding dogs for show or 
Sport, or which sells dogs from less than four litters per year, not to 
exceed ten dogs on the premises over the age of three months. 
Commercial Kennel is defined as a kennel maintained as a business for 
the boarding or grooming of dogs, or which sells dogs born and raised 
on the premises from more than four litters per year. 
4.2 The Kennel License shall be on a form prescribed and furnished by 
the Town Clerk, and shall specify the name of the owner, the name of 
the kennel, the name of the keeper and the location of such kennel, any 
special conditions which may be imposed by the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
Said license shall be renewed annually. 
4.3 Failure of the Zoning Enforcement Officer and/or the Zoning Board 
of Appeals to give written approval to a kennel at the proposed 
location of such kennel will cause a kennel license not to be issued at 
such location by the Town Clerk. 
4.4 The fees for each classification of kennel license shall be as 
follows: 

Kennel License: Forty ($40.00) Dollars per year; 

Hobby Kennel License: Eighty ($80.00) Dollars per year; 

Commercial Kennel License: One Hundred Seventy-five 

Dollars ($175.00) per year. 

4.5 A kennel license shall be in lieu of any other license required 
for any dog which may be kept in such kennel for any portion of the 
period for which the license is issued. The owner or keeper of such 
kennel shall renew the license prior to the commencement of each 
succeeding license period. 
4.6 While at large, each dog in a kennel shall wear a collar or 
harness to which shall be securely attached a tag upon which shall 
appear the number of the kennel license, the words Town of Falmouth, 
and the year of issuance. Such tag shall be in a form prescribed and 
furnished by the Town Clerk. The words "at large" for the purposes of 
this section shall mean: within the confines of the property of the 
owner of the kennel. 
4.7 If a kennel owner desires to increase the capacity of his kennel 
during a license period, he shall apply for a license modification to 
the Town Clerk along with written approval of the Zoning Enforcement 
Officer and the Zoning Board of Appeals. The Town Clerk shall issue 
such modification upon payment by the owner of the difference between 
his existing kennel license and the fee for the kennel license most 
recently approved. 
4.8 The Town Clerk shall issue, without charge, upon written 
application and written approval of the Zoning Enforcement Officer and 
the Zoning Board of Appeals, a kennel license to any domestic 
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charitable corporation incorporated in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts exclusively for the purpose of protecting animals from 
cruelty, neglect or abuse. 

4.9 A veterinary hospital shall not be considered a kennel unless it 
contains an area for the grooming or selling of dogs, or for the 
boarding of dogs for other than medical or surgical purposes, in which 
case it shall apply in writing to the Town Clerk, submitting approval 
from the Zoning Enforcement Officer and the Zoning Board of Appeals for 
the required kennel license. 

4.10 All holders of kennel licenses shall notify the Animal Control 
Officer, in writing, of the sale of any dog or pup, including a 
description of the animal, the age, color, identifying marks, sex and 
whether the dog has been spayed or neutered. The same such notice shall 
be forwarded by the kennel owner to the city or town in which the new 
owner of the dog resides, if other than Falmouth. 

Section 5. Kennel Inspection and Regulation. 

5.1 The Chief of Police or his designee, or the Animal Control Officer 
or his designee, the Zoning Enforcement Officer or his designee, or 
persons appointed under Chapter 147, Section 10 of the General Laws, 
may at any time inspect or cause to be inspected any kennel and if, in 
their or his judgement, the kennel is not being maintained ina 
sanitary and humane manner, or if records are not properly kept as 
required by law, the Board of Selectmen, a majority vote thereof, shall 
by order revoke or suspend said kennel license. In the case of 
suspension of said license, the Board of Selectmen, a majority vote 
thereof, may reinstate such kennel license and impose conditions and 
regulations upon the operation of said kennel. 

5.2 Upon petition of twenty-five (25) citizens filed with the Board of 
Selectmen, setting forth that they are aggrieved or annoyed to an 
unreasonable extent by one or more dogs at a kennel located in the town 
because of excessive barking or vicious disposition of such dog or dogs 
or other conditions connected with the kennel that constitute a public 
nuisance, the Board of Selectmen shall, within seven days of the filing 
of such petition, give notice to all parties concerned of a public 
hearing to be held within fourteen days after the date of such notice. 
Within seven days after the public hearing, the Selectmen shall make an 
order either revoking or suspending such kennel license or otherwise 
regulating the operation of said kennel, or shall dismiss such 
petition. 

5.3 Within ten (10) days after such order the holder of such kennel 
license may bring a petition in the District Court praying that such 
order be reviewed by the Court. 

5.4 Any person maintaining a kennel after the license has been 
suspended or revoked, shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
fifty ($50.00) dollars per day, which fine shall be returned by the 
court to the Town of Falmouth. 

Section 6. Penalties For Failure to License. 

6.1 Whoever violates any provision of Sections 4-4.10 or 5-5.4 of this 
Bylaw shall forfeit not less than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars nor 
more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars which shall be paid to the 
Town of Falmouth. Such fine to be assessed on the basis of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars per dog found on the premises of the said violator, 
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or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Town 
Clerk. 

VOTED: Indefinite Postponement passed on Tuesday November 1,1988, a 
unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ART: 68: To see if the Town will vote to ADD to Chapter III, Section 13 
of the Town’s general bylaws entitled Administration, Section on "Tax 
Title Property" to read as follows: 

13 The Selectmen and their successors in office be authorized: 

13.1 to convey to the Conservation Commission all or any portion of 
any any undeveloped property which the Town may have acquired or may 
hereafter acquire through proceedings based upon nonpayment of taxes 
(hereinafter referred as "tax title property"), which such property or 
portion thereof: 

a) consists predominantly of resource areas protected under M.G.L. 
Chapter 131, Section 40 or the Wetlands Bylaw of the Town of Falmouth 
(Chapter XV.); or 

b) has been demonstrated to contain one or more rare, threatened, or 
endangered plant or animal species as identified by the Massachusetts 
Natural Heritage and Endangered Species Program; or 

c) is located in a Watershed Protection, Coastal Pond Protection, or 
Wildlife Corridor Overlay District established by the Zoning Bylaw of 
the Town of Falmouth; 

13.2 to convey any tax title property to which the Conservation 
Commission is not entitled under paragraph (1), or is declined by a 
vote thereof, to any housing authority and/or a homeownership program 
for the purpose of providing housing opportunities for low and moderate 
income families; 

13.3 to convey any tax title property to which any housing authority 
and/or homeownership program decline by a vote thereof to any agency or 
instrumentally of or for the Town; 

13.4 to execute and deliver, in the name and under the seal of the 
Town, quitclaim deeds or other instruments therefor. 

Any conveyance pursuant to this authorization shall be preceded by a 
public hearing held by the Selectmen, which hearing has been advertised 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town of Falmouth, or do or 
take any other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 
VOTED: Indefinite postponement passed on Wednesday November 2,1988, a 
unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ART: 69: To see if the Town will vote to amend the General Bylaws by 
deleting in its entirety the present Chapter II, Section 3 Personnel 
Board, and substitute therefore the following Personnel Bylaw. 

3.1 PURPOSE AND AUTHORIZATION 

The purpose of the personnel bylaw is to establish fair and equitable 
personnel administration based on merit principles that ensures a 
uniform, fair and efficient application of personnel policies. This 
bylaw is adopted pursuant to the authority granted by Article LXXXIX of 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth and General Laws, Chapter 41, 
Sections 108A and 108C. 

3.2 APPLICATION 

All Town departments and positions shall be subject to the provisions 
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of this bylaw except elected officers, employees with personal 
contracts, and employees of the school department. 
3.3 PERSONNEL BOARD 

a) Composition; Mode of Selection, Term of Office, Qualifications: 
The Moderator shall appoint a Personnel Board consisting of nine 
persons for three year overlapping terms. Each term of office shall 
commence thirty days following the adjournment of the business session 
of the annual Town Meeting, and every member shall serve until a 
successor is appointed and approved. Any registered voter of the Town 
may be appointed to the Board, except that neither elected officials of 
the Town nor Town employees can serve. The Board shall annually elect a 
Chairman and a Vice Chairman from its membership at the first meeting 
following the appointment of new members. Any five members of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The 
affirmative vote of the majority of members present shall be necessary 
for any official act of the Board to be effective. 

b) The Board shall be responsible for establishment and maintenance 
of personnel systems based on merit principles, the classification and 
reclassification of positions, an annual compensation plan and the 
development of personnel policies, pursuant to Section 5 of this Bylaw. 
3.4 PERSONNEL SYSTEMS 
Personnel systems shall be established by promulgation of policies 
pursuant to section 5 of this Bylaw. The personnel systems shall make 
use of current concepts of personnel management and shall include but 
not be limited to the following elements: 

a) Method of Administration A system of administration which 
assigns specific responsibility for all elements of the personnel 
systems, including: maintaining personnel records, implementing 
effective recruitment and selection processes, maintaining the 
classification and compensation plans, monitoring the application of 
personnel policies and periodic reviews and evaluating the personnel 
system. 

b) Classification Plan A position classification plan for all 
employees subject to this bylaw shall be established, based on 
similarity of duties performed and responsibilities assumed. Thus, the 
same qualifications may be reasonably required for, and the same 
schedule of pay may be equitably applied to, all positions in the same 
class. No employee may be appointed to a position not included in the 
classification plan. No new position shall be created nor existing 
position reclassified to a different grade/pay level without proper 
Town Meeting approval. 

c) Compensation Plan A compensation plan for all positions subject to 
this bylaw shall consist of: 

1. A schedule of pay grades including minimum, maximum and 
intermediate rates for each grade; and 

2. An official list indicating the assignment of each position to 
specific pay grades. 

d) Recruitment and Selection Policy A recruitment, employment, 
promotion and transfer policy which ensures that reasonable effort is 
made to attract qualified persons and that selection criteria are job 
related. 

e) Personnel Records A centralized record keeping system which 
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maintains essential personnel records. 

f£) Personnel Policies A series of personnel policies which 
establishes the rights and benefits to which personnel employed by the 
Town are entitled and the obligations of said employees to the Town. 

g) Other Elements Other elements of a personnel system as deemed 
appropriate or required by law. 
3.5 ADOPTION AND AMENDMENT OF PERSONNEL POLICIES 
The Personnel Board shall prepare policies or amendments to policies. 
Any member of the Board of Selectmen, Personnel Board, the Director of 
Human Resources, or any three employees may suggest policies for 
consideration by the Personnel Board. The Personnel Board need not 
consider any proposal already considered in the preceding twelve 
months. Any person proposing a new or amended policy shall provide the 
substance and the reason for the proposed policy to the Personnel Board 
in writing. The Personnel Board shall hold a public hearing on any 
proposed policies or amendments. Any proposed policies or amendments 
shall be posted at least five (5) days prior to the public hearing in 
prominent work locations, copies of all proposals shall be provided to 
representatives of each employee collective bargaining unit, and a copy 
shall be submitted to the Board of Selectmen. 

a) Public Hearing The Personnel Board shall present the proposed 
policies or amendments, the purpose of the proposal, and the 
implication of any proposed change at the public hearing. Any person 
may attend the hearing, speak and present information. Within twenty 
(20) days after such public hearing the Personnel Board shall consider 
the proposed policies and may vote to adopt the policies, with or 
without modifications, reject the policies, or indicate further study 
is necessary. 

b) Recommended Administration Policies The Personnel Board shall 
transmit proposed polices in writing to the Board of Selectmen within 
twenty (20) days of any vote on proposed personnel policies or 
amendments. The Board of Selectmen shall review said policies, and may 
agree to their adoption or may request further deliberation by the 
Personnel Board. Upon review of any recommendations made by the Board 
of Selectmen, the Personnel Board shall vote on the final version of 
the recommendations policies. Policies shall become effective upon the 
vote of the Personnel Board, unless some other date is specified. 

c) Computation of Time In computing time (days) under this bylaw 
only days when Town Hall is open for business shall be counted. 
3.6 SEVERABILITY 
This bylaw shall take effect on January 1, 1989. Personnel policies 
existing prior to said date as presented in 'Article 12, Personnel 
Bylaw’ will remain in effect for at least sixty (60) days from said 
date until promulgation of new policies in accordance with "Adoption 
and Amendment of Personnel Policies" explained above. Or do or take any 
other action on this matter. On request of the Personnel Board. 
VOTED: That the Town vote Article 69 as printed passed on Tuesday 
November 1,1988, a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ART: 70 To see if the Town will vote to require all Town Departments to 
purchase and use recycled paper to the fullest extent possible, or do 
or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Recycling 
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Committee. 
VOTED: Article 70 as printed passed on Wednesday November 2, 1988, a 
majority vote, a quorum being present.

We have reached a point at this Town Meeting where important 
services are being left unfunded. In the indefinite postponement 
litany says there is no money and yet Selectman Armstrong’s

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Fiscal Year 1989 was an active year posing a diverse set of 
challenges. The business of the Town was conducted at three Town 
Meetings: a Special on November 1, 1988 with 85 Articles; the 
Annual and a Special within the Annual in April 1989 with 142 
Articles. The total number of Articles was 227, three more than 
in FY‘88. 


The Selectmen placed three questions on the ballot: a $1.7 
million reconstruction project for Falmouth Inner Harbor; 
$300,000 for purchase of land for conservation purposes; and 
$35,000 for purchase of existing incandescent street light 
fixtures. Street lighting was a major issue during this year: 
whether to convert to high pressure sodium or retain the 
incandescent lights. The Selectmen supported the conversion 
alternative, which was affirmed at the Town Election in May. 


Handling the Town's solid waste took a significant step 
forward with the June 1989 opening of the Upper Cape Regional 
Transfer Station located at Otis Air Force Base. This is the 
first direct trash-to-railroad car transfer station in the 
country, using a clean and economical process. The Town‘s 
residential trash will continue to be collected under a new, 
three-year contract. It will be shipped via the transfer station 
to SEMASS in Rochester to be burned. 


The Selectmen also supervised the renovation of the Town 
Hall‘s 25-year old heating system, plus installation of an air 
conditioning system. This construction is part of the overall 
plan of the Town Hall Study Committee which is reviewing the 
space needs of Town Hall. 


The Selectmen held two morning meetings each week to conduct 
the daily business of appointments, wetland and Board of Health 
hearings, complaints and general correspondence. A major 
appointment was replacement of the Town Accountant due to a 
resignation. The Selectmen also re-negotiated contracts with 
police, fire, library and public works departments. 


A major issue arose over concerns about the construction of a 
new off-site parking lot for the Steamship Authority on 
Blacksmith Shop Road. Development of this 40-acre parcel was put 
on hold until an Advisory Committee on Steamship Affairs could 
study the situation and various alternatives.

The Selectmen as the Board of Health continued to monitor 
areas affected by groundwater contamination from the Mass. 
Military Reservation. Another agreement was signed with the 
National Guard Bureau to extend municipal water to homes in the 
path of the Ashumet Valley Plume. A second, smaller plume near 
the old Coonamesset Airport was detected; private wells in the 
area were tested and found to be clean. An investigation is 
underway to clean this plume up. 


The Board acknowledges with appreciation the help and 
cooperation it has received from Town Employees, Departments and 
Committees.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Health Department performed inspections of all 
year-round, seasonal and temporary food service establishments, 
including mobile food vendors and the concessions at the 
Barnstable County fair. The Barnstable County Health and 
Environmental Department provided the services of one part-time 
inspector to the Health Department during the summer season. 
This assistance was provided in addition to the usual technical 
assistance given by the County throughout the year. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the 
control of communicable diseases. These biological materials are 
supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health at 
no cost and are dispensed, on request, to local physicians, the 
Falmouth Hospital, the Falmouth School Department nursing staff 
and the nursing services under contract to the Board of Health. 


The state provided 100% of the vaccines required at the t 
1988 annual flu clinics conducted for the Town by the Visiting 
Nursing Association. One thousand three hundred forty nine 
immunizations were administered at these clinics. The Health 
Department has budgeted additional funds for the purchase of 
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vaccines and syringes to complement the state allotment in the 
event of a shortfall.

HAZARDOUS WASTE COORDINATOR 


Mr. Banks toured the research facilities of WHOI and MBL at 
Woods Hole and reviewed handling of hazardous waste and 
radioactive material in relation to the sewer facilities of the 
two institutions. Both coordinators received numerous calls from 
citizens re disposal of hazardous household materials, such as 
film developer, oil paint, pesticides, asbestos and used motor 
oil. 


Mr. Banks worked with Recycling Committee relative to 
containment problems at the Town dump. Thirty-two drums of 
hazardous waste illegally left at Recycling Center and some 
chemicals from Falmouth High School were removed by N.E. Solvents 
at a cost of $15,000. A small amount of unknown material was 
removed at a later date. The used oil recycling tanks were 
removed and the facility closed after a citation of contamination 
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was received from DEQE. Contaminated soil was removed as well. 
With the closure of the Town Collection Center for waste oil, 
waste oil has become a primary pollutant of soil and water in the 
Town, and Solutions to the problem are being sought. Leakage of 
underground tanks also continue to be a problem with leakage of 
fuel from tanks at the High School and the D.P.W. barn. 


April Town Meeting approved $10,000 in funds for use by the 
Hazardous Materials Coordinator for expenses and officially 
established the position. Mr. Banks resigned on February 1, 1989, 
when he moved out of state. Mrs. Margret Andersen was appointed 
to the position May 16, 1989. 


Mrs. Andersen attends meetings of the Solid Waste Committee 
ex officio and is a member of the Hazardous Waste Subcommittee of 
same. She also attends all hazardous material spills as an 
observer.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
JULY 1, 1988 to JUNE 30, 1989 


The Falmouth Fire Department, under the direction of the 
Forest Warden, responded to one hundred, thirty-two (132) grass 
or brush fire incidents. One hundred and five (105) were for 
actual grass or brush fires, eight (8) were burning without a 
permit and nine (9) were controlled burning. 


These figures represent a 75% increase over last year. 
Because of quick response, no large fires resulted. 


George W. Packish, Chief, Forest Warden 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the last Fiscal Year the Falmouth Fire Department 
responded to three thousand, two hundred, ninety-six (3,296) 
incidents. This represents a 5.17% increase over FY 1988. 


We regret to report a fire fatality that occurred on July 
21, 1989. This is the second consecutive year that the Annual 
Report lists a fatality. The tragic comparison is that these 
deaths were preventable if the smoke detectors had been 
maintained properly. The National Fire Protection Association 
slogan of "CHANGE YOU CLOCK — CHANGE YOUR SMOKE DETECTOR BATTERY" 
is advice well taken and it could save your life. 


Two (2) permanent fire fighters were appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen. They are: Patrick R. Gonsalves and Joseph A. 
Dehnick. Both members have completed and passed the Massachusetts 
Fire Fighting Academy Recruit Program. John Rose was appointed to 
position of Assistant Mechanic. 


Hazardous materials spills have a severe impact on the 
environment. The department began tracking these incidents and in 
FY 88/89 there were fifteen (15) hazardous material situations. 


The motor vehicle accident that resulted in a gasoline spill 
into the Coonamessett River clearly revealed that we do not have 
the resources to handle this type of incident. For this reason 
funds will be requested to purchase necessary equipment which 
will enable us to control the incident until extra resources can 
be dispatched. 
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I would like to extend special thanks to Chief Andrew 
Backman of the Otis Fire Department for the Mutual Aid response 
of a hazardous material trailer which enabled us to handle the 
incident at Coonamessett River. We are in the process of 
developing a hazardous material standard operating procedure 
(SOP). The SOP combined with the new equipment will enable the 
department to effectively handle routine hazardous material 
problems. 


The radio alarm system donated by Falmouth Woods has a 
hazardous material data base. This data base includes information 
on potential hazards, emergency actions, fire spills, or leaks, 
safety actions, first aid and isolation and evacuation distances 
for each of the materials. 


Special thanks goes to Falmouth Woods for that donation 
which allowed the department to expand fire alarm capability to 
areas of the town that do not have fire alarm circuits.

THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


This year represents a, growth in almost all areas for the 
Ambulance Service. Total runs, miles, and people transported has 
increased but one of the most important increases is that of the 
collection rate (88.5%). 


The long range plan for replacement of equipment is being carried 
out as a diesel fueled ambulance has been delivered leaving only one 
gas powered vehicle left. 


The Committee is recommending that acquisition of a fourth 
ambulance which will serve various areas of town in a more efficient 
manner. In order to staff an expanded ambulance service the chief is 
requesting five (5) civilian dispatchers to free paramedics and EMT’s 
from this duty. The Ambulance Committee supports this requests.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


Falmouth Civil Defense, Emergency Preparedness, is a Town 
Department entirely composed of volunteers. 


meeting for training and informational purposes are held in the 
Civil Defense room (Emergency Operating Center) (EOC) which is located 
in the basement of Town Hall. 


Volunteers are welcome to attend these meetings, and participate 
in our training programs. One does not have to be skilled to be a 
Civil Defense volunteer. 


Support services were provided for fire emergencies locally and to 
the surrounding communities when mutual aid was requested through 
Barnstable County. Services were also provided to many civic 
organizations for public/town functions. 


Falmouth was without a Civil Defense Director for part of this 
fiscal year. Joseph A. Quintiliani having resigned, we are in the 
process of interviewing for a new Director. 


Falmouth prepared for Hurricane Hugo and was spared the disaster 
that others received. Many Civil Defense volunteers join in this 
effort. A voluntary effort was organized to mobilize Falmouth and Cape 
Cod to provide assistance to the Hurricane Hugo ravaged communities 
outside Charleston South Carolina. 


FARA has conducted radio classes. Upon completion and testing, 
individuals are eligible to receive amateur radio license. 


The Greater Falmouth Citizens Band Radio Club has been most 
supportive of Civil Defense Activities. 


A large number of citizens have contributed many volunteer hours 
in support of Civil Defense.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Drug offences continue to dominate the most attention in the 
Detective Division. Three hundred and twenty-five (325) persons were 
charged with various drug offences; some defendants facing multiple 
offences. Seventy-two (72) of the one hundred and sixty-eight (168) 
defendants charged with possession of marijuana were also charged with 
distribution of marijuana. 
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The investigation of cocaine which as become the scourge of society, 
resulted in one hundred fifty-seven (157) arrests on various charges 
of possession, distribution and trafficking. Again a number of the 
defendants were charged with multiple offences. Twenty-six (26) search 
warrants were issued on approximately one hundred thirty-eight (138) 
houses which were under surveillance for drug trafficking. Drug 
investigations are costly and often times without immediate tangible 
results. 


The Falmouth Road Race and Fourth of July Fireworks are truly 
becoming family oriented events through the strict enforcement of 
alcoholic beverages which was the basis for fights and rowdyism. 


Officers Kevin Kinsella, Geordine Roderick and Frank Sylvester 
received commendations for using restraint in a life threatening 
situation. Officer Kinsella received further commendation from Judge 
Staff, lst District Court who also attributed their performance to the 
training they have received. Detective Paul Gonsalves was honored as 
Officer of the Year. 


The goals and objective of the Falmouth Police Department, which 
are in essence, to provide quality service and enforcement is in part 
attributed to the support of the Board of Selectmen, department heads 
and other concerned citizens to which I am grateful.

PARKING METER DEPARTMENT 


Revenue generated by the parking meters totaled $84,049.21. This 
is a 41% increase over last year. In part, this is attributed to the 
change over from the single coin slot to multiple coin slot 
mechanisms. 13,154 parking tickets were issued with a total net due of 
$63,445.00. Total paid $40,484.50 with a balance owed of $17,819.00 to 
be sought through Phase II coordinated with the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. Combined total of paid parking tickets and collected meter 
revenues total $124,533.71.

PARKING MAGISTRATE 


This is my fourth annual report to you as Parking Magistrate and 
by far the most perplexing. This year, as in the past, we held 
approximately three hundred (300) hearings and handled over one 
hundred (100) others through the mail. The records division is to be 
commended for their outstanding job in scheduling hearings and 
fielding complaints. The performance of the patrol force continues at 
better than ninety-six (96) percent average. 
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The enforcement of state laws by the Falmouth Police is reasonable and 
understanding in most every case. On the other hand I am bothered by a 
tremendous increase of an undercurrent of dissatisfaction with 
Falmouth by residents and visitors alike. Most people appearing at a 
hearing are not bothered as much by the ticketing process or even the 
resulting tow of their vehicle as they are in expressing increasing 
dissatisfaction with the failure of the town to provide proper 
resources and facilities. Accommodations for vehicular traffic in all 
villages of the community must be addressed, as the problems are 
townwide and the tourists, as our guests, should be extended all 
conceivable courtesies. 


Practically all the business, institutions, services and events 
create a portion of the problems. We want them, we need them, and we 
must make long range plans to accommodate them. During the coming 
months, I plan to meet with various groups and report my findings in 
an attempt to develop a united effort by our total community. 


Harry F. Montgomery, Jr., Parking Magistrate 
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BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The 1988-1989 fiscal year was another one where a record 
number of building permits were issued. Permits for new 
residences were down as a result of the general economy and the 
building permit limitation that is in effect. Falmouth is close 
to reaching its goal of only 250 new dwellings per year being 
built. 


Permit fees were raised mid-year with the stated purpose of 
adding new personnel and vehicles for the department in the 
future. Fees were increased for plumbing, gas, electrical and 
building permits approximately 25%. 


Some of the major new non-residential projects that were 
issued permits in the past year were: 


Sawmill on Thmomas Landers Road —- Falmouth Woods Tennis and 
Maintenance Buildings —- JML Nursing Home - Fuccillo Storage 
Condos — Fiddler’s Cove Marina and Boat Buildings - East and 
North Falmouth Portable Classrooms - Ace Quick Lube —- Cape 
Heritage Shopping Center in North Falmouth - Rhoten’s Gas Station 
and R.D. Crane Appliances. WHOI was issued permits for 2 
four-—family residences. 


Noteworthy additions or alterations included: Cape Codder 
Residences — Leeside Restaurant - Steamship Authority - Visiting 
Nurses Association and the Town Hall.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


By statute, the Board of Appeals is empowered to do the 

following: 

1. To hear and decide appeals from orders or decisions of the 
building commissioner or any other administrative official; 

2. To hear and decide applications for special permits under the 
zoning by-law; and 

3. To hear and decide petitions for variances. 
In the first type of case, the Board of Appeals acts as a quasi 
judicial body and determines whether the decision or order of the 
administrative official is legally correct. In the case of an 
application for a special permit, a limited amount of discretion 
may be exercised by the Board with standards set in the by-law or 
judicial decisions. In the case of a petition for a variance, the 
authority of the Board of Appeals is limited to cases where the 
Board finds that owing to circumstances relating to the soil 
conditions, shape, or topography of the land or structures and 
especially affecting such land or structures but not affecting 
generally the zoning district in which it is located, a literal 
enforcement of the provisions of the bylaw would involve 
substantial hardship, and that desirable relief may be granted 
without substantial detriment to the public good and without 
nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent or purpose 
of the by-law. 


During the fiscal year of 1989, the Board of Appeals met 
fifty-six times and had a total of 119 cases. Of the 119 cases, 82 
cases were for special permits, 13 cases were for variances, and 
24 cases were appeals from decisions or orders of the Building 
Commissioner. 
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The Board had one case under Chapter 40B, a Comprehensive Permit 
including affordable housing which was denied by the Board of 
Appeals, but has been appealed to the Housing Appeals Committee. 


The Board of Appeals would like to express its appreciation 
to Frank K. Duffy, Town Counsel, for his readily available advice 
to the Board of Appeals on its many complex cases. Ten of the 119 
decisions made by the Board of Appeals were appealed to Superior 
Court. The Board would like also to thank the many Town Boards, 
Agents, and Departments for their continued advice and input. 


Martin W. Cohen was elected Chairman of the Board for a 
second year and John P. Taylor was elected Vice-Chairman. Robert 
Sayers, newly appointed regular member was elected as Clerk. 
Robert Sayers replaced Joseph J. Costa, Jr. who requested not to 
be reappointed after serving many dedicated years with the Board. 
We would like to commend the Board of Appeals’ regular members, 
Joseph Costa, and John Taylor for their regular attendance and 
consistent involvement associated with the Board of Appeals’ work 
and also the alternate members, Herb Tokla, Victoria Lowell, and 
Diane Thompson for their availability to attend meetings as needed 
and their dedicated work for the Board. Diane Thompson was 
reappointed as an alternate for three years and Robert Pena was 
appointed as an alternate to fill Mr. Sayers’ unexpired term as an 
alternate.

HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


In the year 1988/89, the Falmouth Historical Districts 
Commission held a total of 22 posted meetings at which 58 
applications were considered and acted upon. Members also met 
on-site with a number of applicants to discuss proposed changes 
or solutions to problems. 


The nature and distribution of the changes applied for is as 
follows: 


Falmouth - 1 new building 6 additions, 7 alterations, 
11 renovations, 2 fences, etc., 7 signs, 4 awnings. 
Davisville Road - 4 additions, 3 alterations. 
West Falmouth - 2 additions, 5 alterations, 3 renovations, 
1 demolition, 1 sign. 
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Woods Hole - 1 new building, 1 demolition, 1 addition, 
1 alteration, 1 sign. 

North Falmouth - 3 additions, 2 alterations, 1 sign 

Waquoit -— no applications. 


The Building Department has been extremely helpful in 
working with us, and very little permit work slips by without 
coming before this Commission. We are please, too, with the 
cooperative spirit of our applicants who, in almost all 
situations, have shown a willingness to compromise, when 
necessary. In its decision making as in past years, the 
Commission tries to work within the architectural considerations 
noted in the "Savannah Guidelines", but each application is also 
considered independently in relation to its own neighborhood as 
well. We too exercise some flexibility when possible, and our 
relationship with applicants seems good, which we feel is 
important. 


The thorniest problem of the Commission has been, as in 
other years, the work done in historic districts without a 
Certificate of Appropriateness. This work is generally of the 
type that does not require a building permit-viz. new fence, 
vinyl siding, sign replacement, etc. Awnings and neon lights on 
Main Street, as well as other forms of lighting have been raised 
as issues to which architectural guidelines do not apply and they 
raise the question of the need for new or supplementary 
guidelines. 


In addition to working with applicants, Commission members 
have attended a number of meetings treating concerns relevant to 
the historic districts. These include the Steamship Authority’s 
presentation of its Woods Hole plans to the Selectmen, a 
conference with the Town Planner and utility representatives on 
the proposal to buy utility lines on Main Street, a meeting with 
the Charter Commission to discuss ways in which this Commission 
might function most effectively within the government structure, 
a presentation of the proposed plans for expansion of the Woods 
Hole Library, many meetings with the Falmouth Preservation 
Council, which dealt with the issue of sodium—vapor lighting on 
public ways, and finally with representatives from CCPEDC and the 
Mass. Historical Commission to discuss a change in the 
legislation under which this Commission is empowered. 


Our gratitude is extended to the Falmouth Preservation 
Council which worked tirelessly and successfully to have the 
historic districts excluded from the conversion of Falmouth’s 
street lighting from incandescent to sodium vapor. 
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Administratively, this has been a difficult year. We entered 
the period with five members, three originally appointed in 1976. 
There was full attending membership for only three of the twelve 
months. Kelley Pratt, Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce, 
resigned in November to avoid possible conflict of interest. Her 
replacement, Sherwood Elder, attended his first meeting in 
December, 1988. In February Dieter Sigl passed away after a long 
illness. By April Britt-Mari Truesdell had been appointed as the 
commission’s architect, and for the first time in 8 months there 
were 5 attending members. However, before that month was over, 
Clarence Anderson resigned, and there are again only 4 members 
carrying the responsibilities. The Commission hopes for a happier 
year to come with full membership of wise dedicated people.

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NATURAL RESOURCES 


During FYE 89’ this department again continued to patrol the 
area of Falmouth subject to our preview. Objectively, during 
these patrol activities, officers were concerned with such things 
as hunting, fishing, shellfishing, wetlands protection and 
recreational vehicles, among other things. The results of this 
patrol work generally are two fold; 1) a higher visibility 
equating to a greater presence and 2) an increase in the 
incidence of review of areas.Another area of specific function is 
that of reviewing building permit applications for compliance 
with the Wetlands Protection Act. Those applicants meeting the 
threshold criteria in the Act are recommended to the Building 
Commissioner for issuance. Those not meeting that criteria were 
forwarded to the Conservation Commission for hearing. 


Again this year, as has been the case in the past four 
years, we have continued our wildlife management projects. These 
projects have a wide range of diversity from simple mowing to 
land clearing and replanting. The key to success in this project 
is the annual review and maintenance of those areas we have 
already altered. What is being observed is a greater incidence of 
use of these areas by a wide variety of wildlife species. This 
equates to a healthier wildlife community and a more productive 
forest. Another habitat enhancement project that is of an annual 
nature is the seedling planting program. This occurs in 
cooperation with the Cape Cod Conservation Districts and affords 
us a reduced rate for seedlings. Many of the seedlings this year 
were planted on the Heights bluff in order to bolster the 
stabilization project thereon. Another project in the town which 
was continued this year is the biking trail program. This 
endeavor has been jointly sponsored with the 300 Committee and is 
to be considered a success. In addition to creating a way for 
increased public use, it also puts more people in the woods and 
affording our resources greater protection. Additionally with 
the 300 Committee we enjoyed our involvement in the Stewardship 
Program. This is an exciting concept and I applaud its inception. 


Other functions that continued this year and are of extreme 
importance are: the program for school children offering folks 
and interpretive nature walks, the review of parcels and projects 
in areas covered by the wildlife overlay district, and law 
enforcement in terms of citations and prosecutions which saw its 
busiest year in four. 


In summary, I would like to say that this has been very busy 
and rewarding year. This department has enjoyed numerous 
successes in a variety of fronts. This success could not have 
been achieved without the express and concerted efforts of a 
variety of town agencies. 
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Among these agencies are: the Conservation Commission, the Police 
Department, the Fire Department. Without the assistance of the 
above departments many programs would not be the scale they are, 
or simply would not be. A special thanks must be extended to the 
Finance Committee for their continued support of our endeavors.

QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 
On April 3 and 4, 1989, 23 3/4 bushels of contaminated 
quahaugs were dug from Falmouth Inner Harbor and beginning on 
June 26 and ending on July 20, 1989, 1,000 bushels of 
contaminated quahaugs were purchased from New Bedford Harbor. 
These quahaugs were relayed into a section of Great Pond for 
propagation and natural depuration. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 
Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs 
throughout the Town. The restoration of a section of the 
Coonamessett River herring run was completed by clearing and hand 
digging by me in order for the herring to pass freely. 


Wetland projects were reviewed by me in order to protect our 
resources and to try to minimize adverse effects on the maine 
fisheries and land containing shellfish. 


On August 4, 1989, all of Green Pond was ordered closed to 
the taking of shellfish by the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries. Also, Salt Pond and Herring are closed due to 
unacceptable water quality making the shellfish in these areas 
unsafe for human consumption. I will continue to work with the 
Division of Marine Fisheries monitoring these areas and they will 
determine when they can be reopened. 


On April 3, 1989, I received a copy of a letter from J.M. 
Hickey, Chief Shellfish Biologist with the Massachusetts Division 
of Marine Fisheries, requesting information and assistance to do 
a shellfish sanitary shoreline survey. In this survey the Town 
has been asked to provide boats and transportation in some 
instance, personnel to conduct water sampling and shoreline 
Survey work under the supervision of an experienced D.M.F. 
biologist. Currently this work order is being carried out and I 
hope to complete this project in the near future in order to have 
our shellfish growing areas classified "Approved." 
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Thank you, citizens of the Town of Falmouth, for the 
understanding and cooperation with the emergency shellfish 
closures during the summer of 1988 and 1989.

TOWN INFORMATION & CLERICAL CENTER 


Falmouth’s Committees, Board and Commissions held six 
hundred and thirty-three meetings from July 1, 1988 through June 
30, 1989. The Clerical Center prepared a variety of reports, 
correspondence, technical material, contracts and miscellaneous 
data to assist these government bodies in carrying out their 
tasks. In compliance with Chapter 303 of the Mass. General Laws, 
all meetings were posted with the Town Clerk and minutes of 
meeting are on file at the Clerical Center. 


Additionally, the Clerical Center issues licenses under the 
Mass. Beverages Control Commission, and various other licenses 
under the Falmouth Town Bylaws. 


The 1989 Annual Town Meeting voted the following: 
Article 120 - A Solid Waste Committee to devise a plan for the 
integrated management of solid waste in Falmouth. 
Article 15 — Voted to hire a Hazardous Waste Coordinator for the 
Town — Margaret Andersen was appointed to this position. 
Article 103 - voted to make the Public Access Committee a 
permanent committee of the Town - originally voted at 1988 ATM, 
Article 138. 


The Board of Selectmen appointed an Advisory Committee to 
the Steamship Authority Affairs, to study the parking and traffic 
problems generated by the Authority. Selectman Armstrong created 
the Falmouth/Mashpee Harbor Management Team for discussion and 
input prior to establishing a Harbor Management Plan. 


The Clerical Center wishes to thank all those it has served 
for their cooperation and support.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The heavy work load of the Falmouth Conservation Commission 
continued in fiscal year 1989 with the Commission, holding 153 
hearings under Notices of Intent (down slightly from last year’s 
166), acted on 149 Requests for Determinations of Applicability 
(down 32 from last year), amended 82 Orders of Conditions (up 33) 
and granted 105 Certificates of Compliances (up 29). 
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On balance the paperwork load was about the same and severely 
taxed the available personnel resources - a full time 
Administrator and a half-time office support person. 


Financially, things were on an up-beat side, as the 
Commission received $65,000.00 from the Handy Trust as profit 
from the Town-owned Cranberry bogs. The Commission was awarded 
$1,000,000.00 in Self-Help for land acquisition. 


The Town’s positive attitude toward sound and prudent open 
Space acquisition continued with the voters solidly supporting a 
2 1/2 override to purchase the Cobb parcel on Green Pond. 


It must now be the Commission’s focus to manage these lands 
and see to their wise use by our citizens. This land management 
function should be a very high priority. 


On a further positive note, the Falmouth Conservation 
Commission promulgated, heard hearings on, and then adopted our 
own set of Wetlands Regulations which parallel the State’s but in 
some instances are stronger and more protective of Falmouth’s 
Wetlands. Almost a year of volunteer labor for this arduous task 
was generously provided by Bruce Tripp & Chris Clark. Many other 
local people made excellent contributions. 


Stuart Jones was re-elected Chairman, with Judy Stetson and 
Cameron Gifford serving as Vice Chairman.

PLANNING BOARD 


The trend of declining requests for plan approvals, begun 
last Fiscal Year, continued during all of Fiscal Year 1989. A 
Draft Master Plan, completed at the end of last year was reviewed 
but not adopted. Instead, the Planning Board decided to 
prioritize issues raised by the draft and publish components of 
the Master Plan based on these issues independently. 


Over the course of Fiscal Year 1989, the Planning Board 
approved 8 preliminary subdivision plans, 17 definitive 
subdivision plans, and endorsed 54 plans as not requiring their 
approval. The total of buildable lots created by these processes 
were 187. In addition, the Planning Board approved 17 site plans 
for projects large and small.

At Fall Town Meeting, the Planning Board concentrated on 
small "housekeeping" amendments to the By-Laws. The most 
significant article approved an increase of frontage requirements 
for new lots to no less than 100 feet. At the Spring Town 
Meeting, the Planning Board endorsed the initiative of the Town’s 
citizens in establishing a moratorium on commercial development 
on Route 28A to study zoning on a neighborhood level as a model 
for the remaining parts of town. 


Through grants, the Planning Board was able to hire the 
considerable talents and dedicated work of two consultants and an 
intern: Anastasia Kanellopoulos, who composed the Coastal Zone 
and Harbor Management component of the Master Plan, which is 
expected to be endorsed by Town Meeting in Fall 1989; Peter 
Souza, who has been writing grant applications for Community and 
Economic Development projects: and Paige Holland, who obtained 
hands-on experience working in our office as part of a degree in 
urban Planning at Framingham State College. 


Personnel changes continue to strain the efficiency of the 
Planning Staff. At the end of the Fiscal Year, Town Planner 
Michael J. Murphy resigned, leaving Assistant Planner John E. 
Hulsey to step in temporarily as Acting Town Planner. The 
Planning Board itself experienced dramatic changes in membership 
as four members, Robert Pacheco, Raymond Rioux, Daniel Augusta 
and Lyons Witten, either resigned or declined to seek reelection. 
The Planning Board extends best wishes for success to those who 
have left in the past year. The new Planning Board members bring 
a great deal of knowledge and enthusiasm to the work of the 
board: William Parks, a landscaper; Neil Helmers, a retired 
environmental scientist for DuPont; Kevin Andrade, a builder; and 
Alexandra Witten, a former planner for E.O.E.A., now working for 
W.H.O.1. 


Raymond Tavares was elected Planning Board Chairman as 
Charles Swain stepped down to concentrate on the Coastal Zone and 
Harbor Management Plan and Janet Packish was elected 
Clerk/Secretary for the Board as Janet Hand stepped down to 
pursue long-range planning projects. 


The slow year for short-range planning has allowed the 
Planning Board to lay the groundwork for many long-range projects 
in the coming year.

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PUBLIC ACCESS COMMITTEE 


The Annual Town Meeting of 1989 created the Public Access 
Committee. The Committee was charged with identifying, locating 
and inventory all Public Access to Town owned land and reporting 
its findings to the next Annual Town Meeting. The scope of this 
project being sop immense and the importance of the committee 
became so obvious that an additional article was passed at the 
Special Town Meeting making the Public Access Committee a 
permanent committee of the Town. 


The Committee meets on the second Tuesday of every month. 
Currently the Committee has spent the majority of its time 
locating town owned land and the access to it on the Assessors 
Maps and visiting each site to verify any problems. Hopefully the 
Committee expects to finish its work by the next Annual Town 
Meeting, April 1990, when, its report will be submitted. The 
members of the Committee are, John Berg, Phyllis Eveden, Charles 
Gadaire, Catherine Herrity, Dewitt C. Jones, Peter Perpal and 
Joseph A. Netto, III.

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AFFIRMATIVE ACTION OFFICER 


Fiscal 1989 was challenging and very rewarding for the 
Affirmative Action Department. A major goal of the department in 
fiscal '88, was to reach the 6% parity goal for minority 
employees. This was successfully accomplished, with our present 
figure of 8%. The Affirmative Action Department will continue to 
work and to assist all departments in increasing this percentage. 


The Town of Falmouth’s grievance procedure, which was 
developed with the intent of providing an informal mechanism for 
the resolution of grievances relating to discrimination, was 
redistributed to all department heads, as was the sexual 
harassment policy. 


Carlo Pena, Sr., the Town’s Contract Compliance Officer, 
assisted the Affirmative Action Officer in monitoring Town 
construction projects. In addition to on-site weekly visits, the 
Contract Compliance Officer must ensure that all prime and 
sub-contractors file weekly reports with the Affirmative Action 
Officer, indicating the number of people employed in each skill 
category, the number of minorities and females employed, and the 
percentage of hours worked by them. The Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination (MCAD), requires 5% minority work hours on 
all Town construction projects. On the average, the Town has 
consistently maintained that figure between 15%-33%. 


Participation and technical assistance was provided to the 
Falmouth Public Schools, Falmouth Housing Trust, Shelter Search 
Committee, MCAD Advisory Council, Towns of Bourne and Barnstable, 
and various community groups throughout Falmouth. In addition, a 
two hour discrimination workshop was given for the Cape Cod Women 
and Public Policy Hearings at Cape Cod Community College. 


Plans for fiscal 1990 include: 
1) AIDS education for all Town employees 
2) Informing Falmouth residents and realtors, about their 
rights and obligations in regards to Fair Housing 
Doreen Lawrence, Affirmative Action Officer 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Board elected William J. Buckley, Jr. of Precinct 3 as Chairman 
and Mary L. Flynn, Precinct 5 as Vice Chairman. 
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The wages of employees covered by the Public Employees 
Union, Local 1249 (DPW), the Falmouth Library Association and 
non-aligned employees received a 5% rate adjustment. The 
International Association of Firefighters, Local 1397 and the 
Falmouth Police Federation received a 7% rate increase. The 
Police Sergeants began a new organization, the Superior Officers 
Association. All bargaining unit agreements expire on June 30, 
1990. 


The Staff Development Program continued for the second year. 
This time, the office support people from all departments were 
invited to participate. These sessions focused on effective 
communication and teamwork. 


The employment function of the department was active 
resulting in 38 new employees being hired, 45 promotions earned, 
129 seasonal employees hired and 310 step increases approved. 


Personnel Assistant, Kerrie B. Caruso, resigned for a new 
career of motherhood. Mary Ellen DeMello has quickly assimilated 
the responsibilities. She has a degree in Business Administration 
from Southeastern Massachusetts University and was a Personnel 
Specialist at the Foxboro Company prior to joining the Town. 


Personnel Board member Victoria Devlin resigned due to her 
daily commute to Boston. Town Moderator appointed Amy C. Sellers, 
Precinct 4. Ms. Sellers earned a degree in Human Resource 
Management from Simmons College and is a Consumer Representative 
for Commonwealth Electric.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The fiscal year 1989 was a difficult one for the Finance 
Committee with the resignations of Chairman Robert Marshall and 
Carol Bowles Tyndale. Both Mr. Marshall and Ms. Tyndale were 
faithful hardworking members of the committee and are missed. It 
is difficult to lose members of this committee, but with the 
amount of time spent on Finance Committee business by our 
members, it is understandable that it is impossible for some to 
remain on the committee. We wish to welcome to our committee 
Nancy Johnson and Herbert Stern who have replaced them. 


During the preparations for Fiscal Year 1989 the full impact 
of Proposition 2 1/2 was felt by the Town. The attention of the 
committee during the preparation for the Annual Town Meeting 
focused mostly on the budget. 
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The budget making process for Fiscal Year 1990 was a difficult 
time for both the Finance Committee and all Department 
Administrators as we faced the job of level funding in most 
areas. Budget requests amounted to $43,935,435. with only 
$41,424,797. being recommended. Deferment of all capital 
expenditures was recommended. New positions and reclassifications 
were also recommended for deferment to a future Town Meeting as 
the shortage of available funds threatened existing personnel 
levels. The committee felt it was of prime importance to protect 
existing personnel at this time. The only other option available 
to the committee was the recommendation of a drastic decrease in 
services or a regular program of overrides which statewide are 
doing poorly. Without the total cooperation and complete 
understanding of an overwhelming majority of our Department 
Administrators, this committee would have been unable to present 
a budget to Town Meeting. 


During preparations for an Annual Town Meeting, it cannot be 
known exactly what monies will be available to spend in the next 
fiscal year. The Finance Committee recommended spending levels 
are based on prudent estimates of income plus actual balances in 
some accounts. Later in the year, more funds may be realized from 
additional state aid and other areas of Town income. The 
administrators all cooperated with the Finance Committee policies 
with the understanding that a future Special Town Meeting would 
address their remaining needs when all monies were definitely 
known. We hope this will be true, as it has been in previous 
years, so that these needs may be addressed. 


We wish to express our appreciation to all Department 
Administrators for their cooperation during this difficult year. 
We await Fiscal Year 1991 with interest, curiosity, and a great 
deal of concern for our Town.

CAPITAL PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


The Capital Program Committee has two responsibilities: 1) 
recommendations on capital items requested for the upcoming 
fiscal year and, 2) development of a long-range town-wide capital 
expenditure program which is updated and extended annually to 
look fire years ahead. Both of these undertakings were 
accomplished in April 1989, with the publication of the 
Committee’s Annual Report to Town Meeting. Copies of that report 
are available at the Town Information Office in Town Hall. 
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We note with gratification that our 1988 report to Town 
Meeting won ‘first prize in the annual report contest in 
Massachusetts Association of Finance Committees. That makes it 
three in a row — we have submitted our 1989 report for 
consideration. 


There were relatively few changes in committee membership 
during the year. Virginia Valiela, Janet Packish and Horace Homer 
continue to represent the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board and 
the Finance Committee and Town Accountant Paul Ullo has served 
ably as ex officio member. John Vidal was appointed at-large 
member to take the place of John Giabbai, who resigned. Our 
thanks to Mr. Giabbai and the former Town Accountant Mike Daley 
for their time, judgment and important service to their 
community. 


So too, we thank all the department heads and committee 
chairs who have worked closely with the committee during the year 
and who have made it possible for us to do our job.

FALMOUTH RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Fiscal year 1989 was a year when better times seemed just 
around the corner - all year. The paper market collapsed at the 
start of the fiscal year, and our jobber, A. W. Martin, began to 
charge to remove paper. Paper collection was stopped in July 
1988. Since then a lot of energy has been spent trying to find a 
jobber whose combined charges for container-rental, hauling, and 
tipping fee would be less than the cost of shipping to SEMASS. 
This objective remains out of reach. 


The waste-—oil collection was shut down at the State’s 
request in October 1988. One the positive side, without the 
waste-oil facility, the rate went down at which hazardous waste 
was illegally left at the Recylcing Center. When the Town opens a 
household waste-oil collection site, it will require close 
supervision. 


The market for glass, aluminum and computer paper remained 
strong through the year. One shipment of computer paper and 
aluminum was made possible by the cooperation of the School 
Department. The price we are paid for glass went up at the year’s 
end. 
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The Recycling Committee has been cooperating with the 
Recycling Subcommittee of the Solid Waste Advisory Committee. 
Astute capital outlays now could do a lot to improve the 
economics and volume of Falmouth’s future recycling.

Trustees Report 


The library increased its average daily usage by 9% over 
last year. Unfortunately the severe local and state funding 
Situation has meant a slowdown in service and a general inability 
to keep internal operations at an acceptable standard. 


A five-year Personnel Needs Plan was presented to the 
Personnel Board as well as staff reclassifications. Lack of 
funding precluded an action. 


The hours at the East Falmouth branch were changed because 
the municipality was not meeting its state mandated hours in 
relation to population. 


Needs for equipment replacement and building maintenance are 
still priorities as much as retaining service levels. 


Trustees sponsored ten successful lectures on various 
aspects of antiques, half in cooperation with the Historical 
Society. 


Eight merit awards were given to Falmouth seniors for 
excellence in subject areas. 


The statue of Katharine Lee Bates was installed permanently 
on the library grounds and dedicated on August 12, 1988. Fund 
raising continues with cup plate sales. Further plans are to 
enhance the grounds and will involve the cooperation of other 
town groups.

A 
Similar mail service will be available on the Cape’s new 
automated network. We are continuing to look for ways to 
streamline operations, to maximize service and minimize staff 
procedures.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During the period June, 1988-June, 1989, the circulation of 
books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 8,492, a gain of 1,169 
over last year. During the year 383 volumes were added and 184 
withdrawn, leaving the total collection at 11,641. Of the 
budgeted funds $4089 was spent on books and $529 on periodicals 
and newspapers. 


A block of 21 biographies was purchased from the Iliff Fund 
for the juvenile section. Current editions of the H.W. Wilson 
Fiction Catalog and Childrens Catalog were purchased. The 
American Medical Association Family Medical Guide and The Readers 
Digest Legal Question and Answer Book were added to the reference 
section. 


Eighty-four interlibrary loan requests were filled and 
special requests from our patrons honored. 


At the present time there are 445 registered members of the 
Library. The Library is open 21 hours a week year ‘round. 


The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award which 
is administered by the Library was presented to Kristin Stevens 
and Amy Connell. 


The community room continues to be used for special programs 
including a craft/story hour for young children, the Annual Art 
Show, the Used Book Sale and the Holiday House Tour and Sale. 

The West Falmouth Pre-School continues in the downstairs 
classroom. 


The main rooms in the Library were painted and all lighting 
replaced in January, 1989. Funds for this project were made 
available only through the fund raising efforts of the Friends of 
the Library and judicious saving over the past 10 years. 


Shirley Harrison, librarian and Ann Ellis, assistant 
librarian, continue to be the mainstays of the Library. The 
Trustees are very grateful to them.

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WOODS HOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library continued the growth pattern of the 
previous year and made more plans for the building reconstruction 
project of 1989-90. Circulation of books and materials was 
$17,228 an increase if 5% over last year. Books added to the 
collection totaled 869. Of these books 554 were purchased with 
library funds, and 315 were gifts or purchased with gift money. 


The library was awarded $400. by the Massachusetts Arts 
Lottery Council towards the purchase of a new 16mm movie 
projector. This award was recommended and supported by the 
Falmouth Arts Lottery Council. 


The library received new micro computer equipment on long 
term loan through the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library 
System. Along with the support from the Town of Falmouth, the 
equipment enables the Library to order catalog cards through the 
Boston Public Library and participate in regional resource 
sharing. 


Library programs included three benefit concerts, plan and 
plant and book sales, and a slide lecture to benefit the building 
reconstruction fund. There were also numerous free film programs, 
children’s story tellers, poetry readings and other adult 
programs. 


Library services in the community involve visits from groups 
of children from Woods Hole Headstart program and the Woods Hole 
Child Center. The home delivery of books and materials to people 
in the community who cannot come to the library continues to be 


popular.

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COUNCIL ON AGING 


During the period of this report, the Council on Aging has 
provided programs and services to a significant number of 
Falmouth Senior Citizens. 17,543 persons took part in Center 
activities. 5,316 persons were provided free transportation by 
the Council on Aging Mini Bus service. 251 persons were issued 
Senior Citizen Identification cards and 25,800 copies of the 
Council newsletter were mailed to the approximately 4,500 
individuals registered at the Center. 


The 1989 census figures indicate that 7,309 Falmouth 
residents were 60 years or older. This represents 26% of the 
total population of Falmouth. 


The Council on Aging Out Reach worker has continued to 
contact Senior residents through door to door visitations and 
telephone interviews. 513 individuals were contacted during this 
period. 186 individuals were referred to other agencies for 
follow up services, and 201 home visits were conducted. This 
program is made possible by a grant in the amount of $11,522 
received from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs. The Council 
has also received a grant of $2,500 from the Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs which is used to conduct a Support Group program 
for isolated and homebound individuals. 


The Council on Aging in coordination with other agencies 
provides the following services and programs at the Senior Center 
which has been established as the focal point in the community 
for these services; Health Screening and Blood Pressure 
Monitoring; Medicare, Medex Blue Cross Blue Shield, Legal and 
Financial Counseling; Certified Health Benefits Counseling (SHINE 
PROGRAM) and assistance with health insurance claims forms; 
Income Tax assistance, tax seminars; Meals on Wheels, Friendly 
Visitors, Arts & Crafts, Annual Picnic, monthly parties, exercise 
classes, walking group, social events, Bazaars and White Elephant 
Sales, Fuel Assistance, Mini Bus Service, Intergenerational 
Spelling Bees, tours and trips, Volunteer opportunities and Out 
Reach. The Council also participates in the RSVP program, the 
Elder Services Corps, and the Senior Aide program. 


A volunteer recognition ceremony acknowledging the dedicated 
volunteer service of 85 individuals was held. Each received a 
letter of appreciation from our State Representative and Board of 
Selectmen. The monetary value of their volunteer hours amounted 
to $12,444. 


In addition, the Council received donations totaling $3,305 
for the Mini Bus Fund and $1,001 for the Postage Fund. These 
funds, deposited with the Town Treasurer, will help defray the 
cost of the programs for which they were designated. 
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The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the many 
individuals for their monetary contribution and also to the many 
who devote their time and talent in support of the Council’s 
objective. This volunteer effort represents a substantial savings 
to the tax payers of Falmouth. The Council also wishes to express 
its appreciation to the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee for their support and leadership during the past year.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN’S SERVICE 


From July 1, 1988 through June 30, 1989, Veterans, their 
widows, dependent children and parents of World War I and II, the 
Korean Conflict and Vietnam were aided in accordance with Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


One World War I, twenty-nine World War II, eight Korean and 
six Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Twenty-one 
of these veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National 
Cemetery. The widows and dependent parents were assisted in 
preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial allowance, 
Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Sixteen markers have been applied for, all have been 
received and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all 
Veterans interred in local cemeteries, have been take care of, 
and one indigent burial. 


Eligibility Verification Reports from the Veterans 
Administration Office are now being sent to Massachusetts 
veterans on a rotating basis and not all on November 1, making it 
much easier to handle with the addition of DIC recipients 
receiving the EVR’s, it accounted for approximately seventy-five 
income statements being filed by this office. 


This office has processed two Vietnam Veterans’ application 
for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately six hundred and 
fifty Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, 
on the job training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements and 
many other benefits during the year. 


Last year this office helped former P.O.W.’s file 
applications to receive alate issue P.O.W. Medal. All medals 
have been received by the \applicants and a presentation ceremony 
was held in conjunction with our Memorial Day services. Also, 
Merchant Seamen were given the opportunity to apply for veteran 
status. All have received their discharge papers. 
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I wish to thank the members of the American Legion, Amvets, 
Disabled American Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars for 
their assistance in decorating veterans eee for Memorial Day, 
and the Veterans Council Committee for all their help.

The Color Guard was provided by the Falmouth Town 
Honor Guard; Falmouth Elementary School students and members of 
the veterans’ organizations laid wreathes at the two monuments 
and the individual veterans’ markers on Memorial Lane; America 
the Beautiful was sung by the Falmouth Womans’ Club Chorus; 
volley was fired by the 1/211th Field Artillery, Massachusetts 
Army National Guard Unit; Taps were rendered by, Lawrence Palmer, 
a high school student opening and closing prayers were given by 
Fr. Wallace, Veterans’ Chaplain; the National Anthem was played 
by the Falmouth High School Marching Band. The Guest Speaker was 
Craig Dorman, Director, WHOI (Admiral, US Navy Retired). 


The Memorial Day ceremonies were received well by a greater 
number of participants than usual. A P.O.W. Medal ceremony 
followed the regular Memorial Day Ceremony. We had several Medal 
recipients present, and the Medals were awarded by Col. John 
Haddon, Air National Guard, Otis.

HUMAN SERVICES 


Counseling Program 
One hundred sixty-eight Falmouth households were provided 
counseling and case-work services. 141 were new clients and 27 
were re-opened cases. 


Early Childbearing Program 
Seventy Falmouth residents were served in this program for 
pregnant and parenting teens co-sponsored by Healthcare of 
Southeastern Mass., Inc.. 


Friendly Visitors Program 
Sixty-Seven Friendly Visitor volunteers visited 81 disabled 
and/or elderly residents. A grant for a second year of $7000 from 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and Islands, Inc., funded the program 
director.

Federal Surplus Commodities 
An average 251 households with an average of 619 individuals 
received quarterly dairy and grain products. The value of the 
commodities was $7000. 


Contracts 

With nine non-profit agencies provided approximately 4500 
hours of service to Falmouth residents: Independence House 
(battered womens’s programs); CCAIRU, INC. (family shelter); 
Nauset Workshop (work training for disabled); Cape Cod Council on 
Alcoholism (substance abuse); The Thorne Clinic Inc. (family 
services); Center for Individual & Family Services, Inc. 
(substance abuse counseling, family mediation and sexual abuse 
counseling); Cape Cod Child Development Program, Inc. (day care & 
Head Start); Legal Services of Cape Cod & Islands, Inc. (Elder 
Law Project); Cape & Islands Self Reliance Corporation (energy 
and food self-sufficiency). Contractor service reports are on 
file at the department’s offices. 


Community Meetings 
Public meetings were offered on: "Commonhealth", the first 
phase of the universal health care legislation in Massachusetts; 
on the Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority public transportation 
system; and with the Massachusetts Housing Partnership on the 
homeless singles population. 


Information and Referral 
The Department received 1250 requests for services. Most 
frequent requests were: 257 for counseling; 187 for housing; 29 
for food and financial assistance; 94 for welfare; and 79 for 
elder services. 


Affordable Housing 
The department administered two state grants totaling $4400 
for use by the local housing partnership, the Falmouth Housing 
Trust (FHT). A project manager, Paul Ruchinskas, with a Master’s 
in Public and Private Management from Yale was hired. The FHT 
provided its first 11 affordable homeownership opportunities and 
were given a 22 acre parcel by the town to develop 20 more units. 


Community Organization 
Staff and Committee members continued to serve on over a 
dozen local boards of agencies and local committees, assuring 
human services in-put in private and public sector policy making 
on issues, ranging from children and elderly services to racial 
equality and transportation access. 
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Administration/Budget 
All nine members of the Human Services Committee were re- 
appointed by the Town Moderator and Mr. Paul Olenick served as 
Chairperson with Ms. Jeanne Goldman as Vice-Chairperson. At the 
1989 Annual Town Meeting a department budget of $205,558 was 
approved for Fy 1990. 


Once again, the Human Services Committee, department staff 
and volunteers wish to thank Falmouth residents for their 
generous support.

SUBSTANCE ABUSE COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission began its second 
years with a proclamation by the Selectmen declaring the week of 
October 2nd, the Town-wide Alcohol and Drug Awareness Week. 
Programs were provided for parents, students, the elderly, 
businesses, the scientific community and the Police Department. 
During the Awareness Week, the Commission arranged for the new 
teaching device, the Robot from the Barnstable County Sheriff's 
Department, to visit pre-schools and the Falmouth Mall delivering 
self-esteem messages to young children. 


Partially as a result of these programs, particularly that 
at the High School, a significant number of students entered the 
Student Assistance Team Program put in place in 1987. The "S A T" 
program was organized in the Junior High last fall. The total 
number of students served by these programs as of 6/21/89 was: 
218 at the High School, 70 at Lawrence Junior High School. 


The Commission met monthly with additional sub-committee 
gatherings to work on the following projects: 1) Reviewed and 
made recommendations to the Town Personnel Director on the 
current Employee Assistance Program. The Commission recommends a 
broad-based program for all town employees including teachers and 
listed the specifications for that type of EAP. 2) Reviewed with 
the High School principal and the Director of Recreation the need 
for the barriers prohibiting social programs, e.g. dances, 
concerts, drop-in, fun workshops, for teenagers to be hale at the 
new community center. Also the Recreation Director agreed to have 
his staff attend an in-service alcohol and drug education 
program. The Commission recommended that a High School age and a 
separate Junior High School age advisory committee be establish 
to work with the Recreation Committee using the information 
gathered through the activities survey which the Leadership Club 
at the High School conducted last spring.

3) Worked with a group of High school Parents to develop print, 
and mail 2000 copies of the Party Alert booklet, the content of 
which was endorsed by all Town Officials. The School 
Superintendent was requested the the Party Alert be reprinted for 
distribution next March prior to Prom planing time. 4) 
recommended that Falmouth Human Services and the Falmouth Housing 
Authority jointly hire and supervise a social worker with special 
alcoholism counseling credentials to work among the Housing 
Authority Tenants’ units. 


Town funds plus money raised from business donations and 
private contributions paid for most of the Commission’s programs 
and contracted services. The Falmouth National Bank covered the 
expenses for the Awareness Week promotional calendar and the Bank 
of Boston provided the M.L. Carr program for Lawrence Junior high 
School. New Wave Printing and Wilson Printing provided discounted 
and in-kind services and Mrs. Eleanor Osbourne and her business 
class prepared the Party Alert booklet for the printer. Dr. Laura 
Reid, Mrs. Brenda Nolan, Mr. Paul Dion, Dr. Gillis Turner, Youth 
Officer Cheryl Atherton and Mrs. Donna Buchanan, Ms. Karan 
Cassidy, Mrs. Stephanie Swan, Mrs. Noreen Byrne, Mrs. Joan Irving 
and Mr. Bruce MacKilligan rendered much appreciated assistance 
to the Commission. Mrs. Peg Ketchen of the North Falmouth Village 
Association initiated a fund raising project on behalf of SAT 
in April and worked diligently through the summer collecting 
nearly $4,000. in pledges from neighborhood associations. 


The Commission took the initiative in organizing a grant 
application committee in conjunction with the Barnstable County 
Sheriff’s Department to seek major funding for county-wide 
substance abuse education, prevention and treatment coordination. 


The efforts of the Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission and 
the success of the Student Assistance Team program were 
highlighted at the Governor’s Alliance Conference and at a 
regional S A T conference. Also the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce 
presented the Commission with a plaque recognizing the 
Commissions work in the community. Several other communities 
requested speakers and organizational and program information 
from our Commission.

The Finance Committee rejected our request for $22,500, 
which would have been the Town’s share of $90,000, to complete 
the first phase of the Bikeway extension.

The printing of the 10,000 Bikeway Guides was done at the 
high school with a considerable saving on expenses. 


Benches were placed at Little Harbor and the Bikeway 
entrance on Locust Street. 


The Committee conducted a bicycle safety awareness two 
afternoons during the second weekend of June. We were aided by 
the high school honor society. 


The Committee is grateful to Marge Donovan and the 
Selectmen’s office for help in compiling a Bikeway history. 


We appreciated the aid of the Falmouth High School Honor 
Society with painting benches and posts, measuring, counting and 
assembling bike racks. 


We are grateful to the Falmouth Beautification Committee for 
the bench and shrubs at the entrance to the Bikeway. 


Our work this year was impeded by a turnover in Committee 
membership.

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WATERWAYS COMMITTEE

We bid a fond farewell to Dick Eisenman, the Chief 
Harbormaster who has carried the burden of the many projects over 
the last few years (Megansett, West Falmouth, Great Pond, Eel 
Pond Woods Hole and the pier reconstruction at the marina). Dick 
is retiring as a result of injuries received on the job in 
January of this year. 


Income from all facilities under the Committee total 
$261,753.25 for the year ending June 30, 1989. 


The Committee once again thanks the other town departments 
for their assistance throughout the year.

RECREATION COMMITTEE 


On December 10, 1989 Recreation had a new beginning with the 
opening of the Gus Canty Community Center. The Open House 
included Mrs. Canty and her family. It was estimated that nearly 
4,000 people were in attendance. 


The new facility has a Game Room, Arts and Crafts area, a 
Gymnasium with a divider, a stage area, locker facilities and 
four meeting rooms. 


From its inception, the Center was busier than expected. 
During the winter months more than 2,500 children and adults 
participated in programs of Gymnastics, Soccer, Basketball, 
Meetings, Arts and Crafts, etc. in the new building. 


On Friday, July 28th, the largest special event was held. A 
Cape Cod Aids Council Concert which included Cheryl Wheeler, Tom 
Rush, Kate Taylor and the Whale Suits was attended by seventeen 
hundred people. 
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With the new facility, existing programs expanded and new 
programs began. The most popular new program has been Kathy 
Pires’s Falmouth Gymnastics Club. Fall Soccer and Winter Youth 
Basketball had larger numbers than ever before. The Baseball 
Programs in the Spring involved 700 youngsters between the ages 
of 6 and 12. Falmouth Recreation is growing steadily. 


The Fire Department used the Center to conduct Cardio 
Pulmonary Resuscitation Classes (CPR). The Firemen advertised the 
class and provided instructors. The Recreation Department 
provided space and took the registrations. Over one hundred fifty 
residents of Falmouth successfully completed the program. The two 
departments working together was a great success. 


A popular program among the Seniors was Walking. The Center’s 
Gymnasium on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays at 10:00 AM was 
opened. Not only did the individuals get exercise but new 
friendships were developed during this hour. 


The Summer Playground Program was a great success with over 
400 children participating. The greatest personnel addition to 
the Program was Betty Fuller, an Arts and Crafts Instructor. The 
playground used the Center as its base of operation. Arts and 
Crafts, movies, group games, etc. took place inside while 
kickball, soccer and baseball were held at Morse Pond and Guv 
Fuller Fields. 


Many programs exist for people of all ages. The Community 
School, Rogers School of Dance, Little League, Babe Ruth League, 
Charter Commission and many other organizations and groups have 
used the facilities. 


Thanks in large part to the Building Committee who worked so 
hard to make the Community Center what it is today, Recreation 
programs will continue to grow in Falmouth.

BOARD OF REGISTRARS OF VOTERS 


On June 30, 1989 the Board of Registrars accepted, the 
resignation of Beatrice B. Hodge. Although Betty was with us for 
one year, she worked like the trooper she went through 4 
elections and two recounts. She and her family plan a permanent 
move to California. 


The Town Census was begun by the Center for Marketing 


Research on January 1, and the results sent to the State on June 
1. The total census as of June 1, 1989 was 28,358. 
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The number of registered voters at the time of the State 
Primary held on September 15, 1988 was 17,624 —— 4,638 ballots 
were cast (26%). 


The number of registered voters at the time of the 
Presidential/State Election held on November 8, 1988 was 19,115 
—— 15,120 ballots were cast (79%). A recount for the office of 
Clerk of Courts for Barnstable County was held on December 12, 
1988 between Democratic Candidate Phyllis A. Day and Republican 
Candidate Sarah C. MacRobbie: as a result of the recount, Ms. Day 
was credited with 14 additional votes and Ms. MacRobbie was 
credited with an additional 7 votes; the recount reaffirmed 
Phyllis A. Day the winner in Falmouth. 


The number of registered voters at the time of the Annual 
Town Election held on May 16, 1989 was 18,766 — 4,563 ballots 
were cast (24%). A recount was held on June 8, 1989 between Alvan 
L. Nickerson, Jr. and Donald P. Haynes for the seat of Town 
Meeting Representative for Precinct 6. The result of the recount 
reaffirmed Donald P. Haynes the winner.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 29th Annual Report of the Falmouth 
Department of Public Works covering operations of the Department 
for the period of July 1, 1988 through June 30, 1989. The elected 
Board of Public Works was Mr. Manuel Rapoza, Mr. Richard S. 
Bennett, and Mr. John S. Elliott. Mr. John P. Vidal was elected 
to the Board in the May 1989 election, taking the seat vacated by 
Mr. Manuel Rapoza. After serving thirteen years on the Board of 
Public Works, Mr. Rapoza decided to retire from the Board and not 
seek re-election. 


Highways — Major road building saw the completion of 
Sandwich Road from Route 151 to the Mashpee Town line, Central 
Avenue, Brick Kiln Road from Sandwich Road to Route 28, Red Brook 
Road, and Scranton Avenue. These roads are part of the four 
million dollar road bond issue passed in May 1988. The program of 
paving local Town roads continued with resurfacing of Oakwod 
Avenue, Davis Road, Haddon Avenue, Minot Street, Nursery Road, 
Lyn Lane, Lakeview Avenue, Hamlin Avenue, Lt. Houser Lane, 
Dillingham Avenue and Howes Lane. In addition, a binder coarse of 
pavement was installed on the entire length of Maravista Avenue. 
Total Roads done were 9.7 miles. 


Solid Waste - The Disposal Area operation continued under 
contract with Cash Landfill Corporation at a cost of One Hundred 
Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars ($175,000). Volume consumed (refuse 
and cover) in the landfill for calendar 1988 was one hundred 
eight thousand (108,000) cubic yards. Total tonnage for calendar 
1988 was forty-six thousand nine hundred thirty-one (46,931) 
tons, including brush and demolition. 


Construction was completed on the Upper Cape Regional 
Transfer Station by Sciaba Construction Corporation. The Station 
was dedicated on June 23, 1989 and the first train load of 
garbage was shipped by rail to SEMASS on June 26, 1989. 


Equipment — New equipment purchases for the Department 
included one thirty-two thousand (32,000) Gvw dump truck, four 
one-ton dump trucks, one one-half ton pickup, one utility truck, 
one three yard loader one tractor loader/backhoe, and three power 
brooms. In addition, a four yard loader and power broom was 
purchased for the Transfer Station. 


Engineering —- Inspection and supervision of roads, both 
public and private, continued by this Division. Engineering was 
provided for all roads under the road bond program. In October 
1988, Mr. George Calise, P.E., joined the staff of this division 
as Public Works Inspector, bringing in many years of experience 
and technical expertise. 
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The Engineering Department put out to contract a quarter of 
a million dollar program for sidewalk reconstruction in various 
sections of Town. The program called for reconstruction of 
deteriorated existing sidewalks, with replacement materials being 
granite curb and cement concrete walk. Pavao Construction Co., 
Inc. of Dighton, MA was awarded the contract and work started 
June 1, 1989. 


The Department Road Directory was updated in July 1987 with 
fifty (50) miles of private road being added since 1984. Total 
road mileage as of this printing is two hundred (200) miles of 
Town accepted road, one hundred eighty-six (186) miles of private 
road, and twenty-four (24) miles of State Highway. 


TREE WARDEN, PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUND DIVISION 


April 28, Arbor Day was celebrated by the transplanting of 
two Crabapple Trees (from the Recreation Center) to the entrance 
to Town Hall by the Allenby Tree Corporation at no cost to the 
town. Highlighting the ceremony was the 500 tree giveaway also 
donated by the Allenbys. 


Cankerworm was again the major nuisance as 1,000 acres in 
the Sippewissett, Quissett and Woods Hole areas were severely 
defoliated. Indications are that gypsy moth populations might 
again be on the rise. 


Goodwill Park received more major improvements. The parking 
area to Grews Pond was reconstructed and parking capacity was 
doubled. Two and one half acres were selectively thinned and 
brushed and many areas were seeded with wildflower mix. 


A well pump for a future irrigation system at the new field 
hockey field at Falmouth High School was put out to bid and 
awarded to Meehan Well Drillers of Sandwich. New Electrical lines 
were buried at Fuller Field to provide power to various points at 
the football field. A new backstop extension was also added to 
the existing one at Fuller Field - this was installed by Bartlett 
Consolidated, Inc. 


A continued harvest of the Norway Spruce stand out at 
Goodwill Park of 5500 board feet yielded the Town Seven Hundred 
Thirty-one Dollars ($731.00) from the Canadian buyer, J. Albert 
Ponlin. Much of the slash and unmerchantable material was 
chipped, which again provided for the roadside woodchips used in 
the DPW road bond project. The tree crew did major clearance for 
the paving that took place on Sandwich Road, Old Barnstable Road, 
Oyster Pond Road and Redbrook Road. Old Palmer Avenue and 
Sippewissett also had major tree pruning done throughout the 
winter. 
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Water System - The Falmouth water system expansion during 
1988 included an additional 9-12 miles of water mains, 132 
additional fire hydrants and 149 new water service connections. 


Construction of the Coonamessett Well Pumping Station was 
substantially completed during 1988 and will be placed in 
service early in 1989. 


Environmental studies were commenced at the Mares Pond Well 
site by the engineering firm of SEA Consultants, Inc. from 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. This work should result in approval by 
D.E.P. to construct a municipal well at this site. 


After entering into an Intermunicipal Agreement with the 
Town of Mashpee, water was turned on to the limited Tri-Town 
Circle area of Mashpee on January 22, 1988. 


Sewer System — The Falmouth Wastewater Treatment Facility 
continued having problems with the aeration system and the 
infiltration basins/ 


After receiving the required permit for spray irrigation, 
this process was commenced during early summer of 1988 and has 
performed very well. 


Our Groundwater Monitoring Program for the treatment 
facility Class 3 area is in place and will continue as a 
provision of our Discharge Permit.

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HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority was formed in 1948 to support 
local affordable housing initiatives to assist in providing needed 
rental housing opportunities with the support of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of 
Communities and Development (EOCD). The policy of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority is to operate low rent and rent requirements and to 
provide decent, safe and sanitary housing. To accomplish this task, 
the Authority employs 16 personnel (13 permanent and 3 temporary). 


The Board of Commissioners consists of five members, one 
appointed by the Governor and four elected. They are required by law 
to maker policy decisions on current and future programs, to 
determine how they are to be administered and to obtain and protect 
monies needed to keep them operating. The Authority is a public 
corporation on which commissioners serve as governing directors. 


On June 14, 1988 Ms. Amy S. Anthony, Secretary of the Executive 
Office of Communities and Development informed the Housing Authority 
that a planning grant was authorized to identify 12 condominiums or 
sites for at least 12 units of family housing under Chapter 705 
Program and 30 elderly units under Chapter 667 Program and an 
8-person residence for the mentally ill under the Chapter 689 
Program. On August 7, 1989 due to the shortage of Public Housing 
production funds, the Chapter 667 and Chapter 705 grants are 
temporarily suspended until funds become available. 


FAMILY HOUSING 
Twenty-five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by 
the Authority. All homes are occupied. Rental payments are 17% of 
gross income after deductions. 


The Authority is authorized to subsidize 538 private dwellings 
for very low income families in Falmouth; 255 are state funded; 283 
federally funded. Dwellings must meet State Sanitary Code 
requirements and the monthly rental must be within the established 
fair market rent. 


Families are responsible for locating the dwelling and leases 
are executed between the family and owner. The family’s rental 
contribution is 25% of net income from state subsidized dwellings 
after deductions and 30% of gross income for federally subsidized 
after deductions. The Authority executes a subsidy contact with the 
owner for the difference between the family’s contribution and the 
full contract rent. Residents have priority on the State waiting 
Lose.

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STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


This is my 27th consecutive annual report to the citizens of 
Falmouth as their representative on the three-Member board of 
governors of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket 
Steamship Authority. 


I want to express my thanks to our Board of Selectmen: Mrs. 
Virginia Valiela, Raymond Labossiere, and Richard Armstrong, to whom 
I am first and foremost responsible. We work together closely each 
step of the way during July 1, 1988 - June 30, 1989 period —- much 
the same way I worked with Selectmen of Falmouth since 1963. 


Aside from the much-envied economics of the Authority, I feel 
the brightest spot of the past year is the heightened interest 
Falmouth residents are showing in the Steamship Authority’s affairs. 


The record shows that since 1979 fewer than 18 residents, apart 
from Selectmen and Chamber of Commerce officers who attend 
faithfully, attended some 120 public meetings held in Woods Hole. 


At a public meeting this past January, held at the new Gus Canty 
Center, exactly 18 "other citizens" were present, and I can only hope 
that public interest and participation continues high. It is 
something I have tried to generate all these years when I felt 
Authority success was being taken too much for granted. 


The Steamship Authority exists by virtue acts of the 
Legislature. Its responsibilities are clearly spelled out. 


Through its workforce and through friends and relatives of the 
workforce, the Steamship Authority has roots along most streets and 
neighborhoods of Falmouth. More than 300 area families derive their 
income from the Steamship Authority. They spend in Falmouth stores 
and help keep other Falmouth family breadwinners working and they pay 
their fair share of taxes from their income. The Steamship Authority 
total payroll is 12 million dollars. Their children enrich our Town 
and someday will play a role in community leadership. 


It would be tragic if a destructive voice pits one end of 
Falmouth against the other; if that voice attempts to scare elected 
leadership; and if it mocks the word "community." 


Each of us has a responsibility to pay attention to the 
Authority agenda and do all we can to make sure the Steamship 
Authority not only servers its mandate but continues to be an 
economic asset to the Town of Falmouth, respecting its wishes and 
ready to respond to problems.

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UPPER CAPE COD REGIONAL VOCATIONAL-—TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


The Committee reorganized at its May 1989 meeting. Robert T. 
Joy of Wareham was re-elected as Chairperson; Kenneth Pereira of 
Bourne was elected as Vice Chairperson; Kim Carman of Wareham 
was re-appointed as Treasurer; and David P. Sampson was elected 
as Secretary. Lisa Doherty of Wareham served as the Student 
Representative to the School Committee for 1988-1989. 


The School Committee and Superintendent-Director have 
concluded an administration reorganization which eliminates the 
position of Shop Coordinator and Academic Coordinator and creates 
five Lead Teacher positions and a Dean of Students. It is 
intended that his administrative format will create a more 
effective organizational structure while reducing administrative 
costs by one full-time staff member. 


The school has been awarded a Carl Perkins Vocational Grant 
of $49,529 and will be working to develop Competency Based 
Vocational Education (CBVE) curricula during the 1989-1990 school 
year. The grant provides for a full-time Curriculum Resource 
person who will work with existing teaching staff to improve and 
update curriculum. 


An additional grant of $23,256.00 will be utilized to 
install a down-draft spray booth in the Auto body Department 
during the comming year. 


In addition to high school course offerings, the school is 
offering courses for non-high school populations in cooperation 
with the following institutions: Cape Cod Community College; 
Northeastern University; University of Massachusetts/Boston 
Campus; and the Massachusetts Division of Youth Services. 


Through the Extended Program offerings at Upper Cape Cod 
Regional Apprenticeship Courses are offered for Electrical and 
Plumbing and Heating apprentices, MAster Electricians, and 
Electrical Code Review for licensed electricians. The Committee 
voted to phase out the Upholstery Program over a two-year period, 
thereby permitting all presently enrolled students to complete 
their education. This decision was based upon insufficient 
student enrollment to justify program continuation. 


A fiscal audit of 1986-1987 and 1987-1988 financial records 
has been conducted by Daniel Dennis and Company, Inc. of Boston 
and a final report presented to the Committee and Selectmen in 
June of 1989. A fiscal 1988-1989 audit is scheduled for the fall 
of 1989. 
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A revised Collective Bargaining Agreement between the School 
Committee and the Teachers Association was finalized in June 
1989. The new contract will extend from September 1988 through 
August 1991. 


A technical Energy Audit Grant for $6,570. was awarded to 
the school. Crowley Engineering of Middleboro was contracted to 
perform the energy audit. A subsequent grant application has 
resulted in a second grant of $42,573. to replace lighting, door 
and windows, and to calibrate the pneumatic control system. 


Universal Engineering of Boston was contracted or provide 
test samplings of asbestos and present a management report of the 
building to meet the requirements of the Asbestos Hazard 
Emergency Response Act (AHERA). Asbestos was found to be present 
in four areas, all of which are in the main corridors between 
suspended ceilings and the roof in an area which is classified as 
dead air space. The removal of this asbestos substance is 
estimated to cost $200,000. 


A Net Operating Budget for 1989-1990 of $2,147,709.25 and a 
Net Capital Budget of $125,000 was adopted by the School 
committee and approved by the five sending towns. 


In addition to local funding, the school received 
approximately $190,000 through the following grant programs: 
Chapter 188, Carl Perkins P.L. 98-524; Chapter 1; Special Needs 
P.L. 94-142; Federally Affected P.L. 98-874 and other 
miscellaneous grants. 


The graduating class of 1989 included eleven students from 
Bourne; twenty-nine students from Falmouth; four students each 
from Marion and Sandwich; and forty-five students. from Wareham. 
Our graduates continue to be in great demand with 85% employed; 
5% military; and 10% schooling beyond Upper Cape Regional. 


Student successes have included two students earning Bronze 
Medals and on student a Silver Medal in the Regional VICA State 
Competition; the Upper Cape Cod Regional Soccer Team received the 
Mayflower League Sportsmanship Trophy for the second consecutive 
year. 


Carpentry Students constructed a parsonage for the 
Forestdale Baptist Church in Sandwich, as well as several smaller 
building projects for municipal and non-profit organizations. 


Academic services to students have been improved by 
enhancement of the Drop-Out Prevention Program providing remedial 
and support services to students who are at-risk of dropping out 
of school, and the implementation of the Principles of 
Technology, Applied Mathematics, and Applied Communications 
curricula. 
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Staff In-Service sessions were conducted for the Teachers 
regarding Drop-out Prevention; Prejudice; Learning Styles; and 
the Right to Know Law. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its 
appreciation to the many advisory boards which assist us in 
developing and maintaining educational programs, various town and 
school officials who support our efforts, and the Administration 
and other school employees who continue to contribute to the 
success of the Upper Cape Cod Regional. 


A special note of appreciation is extended to the taxpayers 
of our five-town district who have consistently supported our 
fiscal requests at Town Meeting. Your continued support of 
vocational-technical education for the students of our district, 
often in the face of significant financial difficulty, is both 
acknowledged and appreciated. Without your support our facility 
and the programs and services of the Upper Cape Regional would be 
impossible to maintain.

$5.5 million project is March, 1990.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee experienced a year full of interesting and challenging issues. The 
Committee continued its goal of insuring quality in all school programs. 

Regular meetings were held on the second and fourth Tuesdays each month. A number of 
special meetings were held both by the whole group and various sub-committees. 

The Annual Town Election on Tuesday, May 16, 1988 resulted in three incumbents re- 
elected to serve three year terms: Brenda Westgate, S. Eric Asendorf, and Dr. Donald De Links. 
Elected for one year to complete the term of Richard Armstrong, now Selectman, was Thomas 
Danforth. 

Elected officers for the year at the May organizational meeting were S. Eric Asendorf, 
Chairperson, Dr. Susan Oleszko-Szuts, Vice-Chairperson and Dorothy Hahn, secretary. 

The FY 1990 Budget development process was difficult and challenging. Due to the fiscal 
constraints and limited local and state funds, major cuts were made in the Superintendent's 
recommended budget. The issue of providing sufficient funds for both school and municipal 
services will need to be addressed in the future. 


The fiscal budget adopted totaled $17,655,957. The breakdown follows: 


Salaries $13,898,268 
Other Expense 3,613,189 
Capital Outlay 138,000 
Out of State Travel 6,500 


At a Special Town Meeting held on November 1, 1988 funds totaling $924,983 for capital 
outlay and major maintenance projects were approved. Due to a major oil leak at Falmouth High 
School, a significant portion of the funds were allocated to partially solve the problem. This 
resulted in a postponement of many needed projects. 

We thank you for your assistance and interest in the school system. Your support 
is necessary for us to fulfill the responsibility the voters have placed upon us.
